HAVANA, May 4%31.-—-That the 
political and financial] situation in 
Cuba is so fast approaching «a4 
state of chaos that only the im- 
mediate appointment of Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood or some other similarly 
strong American as a sort of dic- 
tator of the country can save it 
from ruin was the ciaim made 
here today by members of the So- 
clety of Veterans and Patriots, 
whose recent armed outbreaks 
have risen to the dignity of an 
abortive revolution. 

According to members of the so- 
ciety, which is headed by Gen. 
Carlos Garcia Veles, former Min- 
ister.to England and son of the fa- 
mous Gen. Garcia, Col. Manuel 
Despeigne, former Secretary of 
State and other politioa) chieftans, 
President Alfredo Zayas and his 
numerous relatives—all of whom 
hold political office—already have 
succeeded in mulcting the country 
of millions at the expense of its 
moral and physical welfare. 


MANY CHARGES MADE 

Among their list of charges — 
which are so numerous as a)most 
to fill a large volume—aere these: 

That in the past two years the 
grand prizes of the Cuban govern- 
ment lottery——$200,000 in 1922 and 
$300,000 in 1923-——have gone to the 
President's wife and to his son. 
The eon is the administrator of the 
lottery. 

That President Zayas went into 
office a poor man, but that within 
three months not only he, but a4 
dozen of his relatives became pos- 
sessed of lands, automobiles and 
town houses; that recently the 
President purchased a sugar plan- 
tation for more than $3,000,000: 
that his wife is lavishing money on 
an alleged tuberculosis hoszpita! on 
the shore of the bay. 

The the President gave huge 
banquets at the palace at e cost of 
several thousand dollars; and that 
when the bill was presented by 
the caterers ne. asked them to 
double it anc split the proceeds. 
The bill was later paid from gov- 
ernment funds at the double price. 


CITE MUSEUM DEAL 

That the President purchased on 
behalf of the government an an- 
cient convent at Santa Clara for 
use a6 & museum at an original | 
purchase prices of less than $1,000,- 
000; but thet when the bill was 
presented to che government it was 
for $2,500,000, 

That the roads throughout Cuba 
are in a frightful condition due to 
lack of care. 

That government employees are 
so seldom paid that public service 
strikes are common. Recently the 
health of the city was menaced 
by a week's strike of garbage men. 

That out of 3,000,000 people 
some 60,000 children are roam- 
ing the streets and highways with- 
out any attempt at education: that 
school buildings built during the 
occupancy by the United States 
are empty because the government 
does not supply the teachers. 

That the President, through use 
of his executive powers. is pardon- 
ing murderers sometimes when 
they have only served three months 
of a ten-year sentence: that in so 
doing he its lessening respect for 
law and order and that this. cou- 
pled with the lack of educative 
facilities for the younger genera- 
tion, will work havoc with the fu- 
ture of the ccuntryv.

Tommy Gibbons 
Wins Easily 


Yankee Heavyweight Given 
Decision Over Parisian 
in Ten-Round Mill 


Frenchman Unable to Use His 
Famous Right in Battle 
Against Minnesotan 
BY HARRY NEWMAN 

MICHIGAN CITY (iInd.) May 
31.—Tommy Gibbons of St. Pau! 
made a show of Georges Carpentier 
of France in a very much one- 
sided ten-round affair here this 
afternoon. There wasn't one round 
that could be credited to the 
Frenchman. He tried with his fa- 
mous right hand, but Gibbonge had 
him missing all over the place. It 
was like a schoolmaster giving a 
lesson to a pupil. 

Carpentier had that famous 
right hand in there all afternoon, 
but he might as well have left ft in 
France. He kept Aring at every 
opportunity but never found . a 
spet te place ft. GidbDons never 
was extended during the entire ten 
rounds. As & matter of fact. his 
seconds had nothing to do during 
the intermissions and he scarcely 


got up a sweat. doing as he 
pleased with the Frenchman. 


BARRAGE OF GLOVES 


Carpentier probably never had 
seen so many boxing gloves in his 
life before. Cruel right-hand 
smashes nad poor Carpentier in 
bad shape during the trip but the 
Frenchman was dangerous. Even 
in the ninth round when he com- 
plained he twisted his ankle he 
started a right hand smash to 
Tommy's head which, if it had 
landed, would have knocked Gib- 
bons kicking. 

It was apparent at the outset 
that Gibbons knew all about that 
right-hand smack of Carpentier's. 
Tom stepped right out in the first 
frame and started a series of left 
hooks to the head which had the 
Frenchman back on his heels right 
off the bat. Georges kept shoot- 
ing that right nang but it was 
laughable the way Gibbons ducked 
under and counted with hard belts 
to the Frenchman's body. 

One left hook of Tom's tn the 
first round staggered Carpentier, 
who couldn't quite understand 
what % was al) about. Right there 
it was evident that the French- 
man was going to have a iot of 
trouble landing on that fast-step- 
ping American. Again in the sec- 
ond round Gibbons had Carpen- 
tier backing away as he jolted 
him with short ieft hooks to the 
face and a fierce attack to the 
body. Carpentier was still miss- 
ing his rights, and several times 
was pitching to the floor as his 
blows went over Tommy's head. 
It wasn’t until the fourth round 
that the Frenchman got into the 
running and caught Tommy with 
a hard ht punch, which was 
little high, only to get his chin in 
front of a light right hook. That 
was the only flash shown worth 
while by the Frenchman.

GIGANTIC GAS LINE PROJECT 


Continuous Steel Pipe Without Screw, Thread or 


Joint to be Longest of Kind in World 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

KIRBYVILLE (Tex) May 31.—A continuous steel tube 210 mifles 
long without a coupling or a screw-thread connection will be laid thie 
summer. It will run between the Texas and Louisiana natura! gas fields, 
from Shreveport, La., and Beaumont, Texaa 


News of the gigantic project, the 
most spectacular welding job ever 
attempted, came today from the 
construction camp of the Magnolia 
Gas Company here along with the 
announcement that the company 
wants 600 of the country’s finest 
pipe welders for immediate work. 

When completed. the longest 
sixteen-inch diameter pipe line in 
the world will cross two rivers. in- 
numerable creeks and run under- 
ground through four counties to 
carry the natural gas to Beau- 
mont. Oxy-acetylene wekiing will 
seal every joint, replacing the old 
method of srrew couplings. thus 
reducing the upkeep of the line to 
the vanishing point, and conserving 
a great quantity of gas from the 
leakege which has always been un- 
avoidable with threaded joints. 

Working north and south from 
Kirbyville, the construction gangs 

clearing the right of, way, «a 


tremendous job in itself, ag the 
country is heavily wooded. Before 
the 210-mile trench can be dug. 
the trees have to be felled and the 
stumps removed. Special stagings 
must be built at the Sabine and 
Neches;rivers and . at the various 
creeks so that the pipe may be 
joined. dragged into place and 
dropped to the bede of the streams. 
The welding crews will operate 
at a number of points along the 
right of way and the Magnolia 
Gas Company, a subsidiary of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company, ¢e- 
| timates that the welders will ré- 
‘quire the entire summer to finien 
| the job. The line will be built in 
| straight sections of about 100 feet 
each and then each section will be 
“tled-in” to meet the contour of 
the country. A single welding crew 
in this way will account for frem 
a half mile to a mile of steel tub- 
ing. ting and teeting it before

BISHOP BROWN 


Episcopal Court Brings in 
Verdict of Guilty 
Sentence Deferred; Loss of 
Office is Possible 
Writings Are Attacked and 
Defended Warmly 


(BY P. NIGHT WIRE} 
| CLEVELAND, May 31.—*Guil- 
ty” was the finding of the trial 


of the Protestant Episcopal 
House of Bishops today in the 
case of William Montgomery 
| Brown, retired bishop of Arkan- 
| sas. The verdict meant official de- 
nial that doctrines of religion set 
forth in Bishop Brown's writings» 
were in harmony with those held 
by the church. 

The court reserved its decision 
as to sentence leaving the defend- 
lant still a bishop of the church 
as the penalty may be an admon-

Only the last of 
jthese officially will strip Bishop 
| Brown of his rank and title. 

Bishop Brown today withdrew 
[his admission of yesterday that 
he was a heretic when he as-

“In my own estimation, | am not 
a heretic,” he explained. “I maitn- 
tain that I have the privilege of 
Interpreting the Holy Scriptures 
and my doctrina! stand, accord- 


ing to what is usually called the 
spiritual interpretation. I call it 
‘sy™ bolic.” 

“Testifying yesterday, I should 


have mid ‘my asserted heresies.’ ”

Registering almost 1000 dele- 
gates with credentials, the larg- 
est in the history of the Califor- 
nia Federation of Women's Clubs, 
the twenty-third annuel conven- 


with an astounding amount of 
business accomplished in a thirty- 
six hour conclave.

Lively and etimulating was the 
debate in the afternoon when 
Mrs. Herbert A. Cable, chairman 
of the resolutions committee, read 
eighteen resolutions which were 
discussed and passed upon singly. 

And 
it will be many months before 
the club women will forget the 
oratory instigated by a bill-board 
resolution, which was lost by on- 
ly a few votes. The rosolution in- 
troduced by the Los Angeles Ebel! 
Club originally recommended a 
campaign for the removal of al!

Company’ for removing thetre 
about four months ago. The reso- 


lution stated further that Dill 
boards are not artistic.

in the proceedings of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention at New 
York nex: month than in any na- 
tional politica] convention in the 
history of the nation, according to 
reports received at the Democrat- 
ic National Committee headquar- 
ters hese. 

That the number of women to 
attend as delegates will not be 
even greater is the fault of the 
women themselves and not due to 
the lack of opportunity afforded 
them by the party organization, 
according to Mrs. Emily Newell 
Blaire, national committeewoman 
from Missouri and. vice-chairman 
of the Democratic Nationa) Com- 


mittee. 

There should be many more 
women delegates, Democratic 
women leaders do not hesitate to 
say, but they point out a steady 
increase over preceding Dem- 
ocratie conventions and with grat- 
ification the fact that the num- 
ber of women at Democratic con- 
ventions is always in excess of the 
number participating in Republic- 
an national conventions. 

In 1920 at San Francisco there 
were ninéty-six women delegates 
as against twenty-seven at the 
Republican in Chicago. This year 
with seventeen States to be 
from 120 women delegates and 
231 alternates have been listed at 
Democratic Committee headquar- 
ters as compared to 102 women 
delegates and 200 alternates § re- 
ported: to Republican Nationa!

PREDICT 500 WOMEN 

Tt is predicted at headquarters 
that tn the Democratic national 
convention there will be more 
than 500 women delegates and al- 
ternates. 

Furthermore,.no efforts are to 
be spared at New York to arouse 
women to a pitch of interest. if 
not excitement, calculated matert- 
ally to increase their representa- 
tion in the next and all succceed- 
ing national conventions. 

Out of sixty-two delegates from 
tilinois, only three will be women 


‘this year, Mrs. Kellogg Fairbanks, 


Mre. Anna L. Smith and Mrs. Sar- 
ah Bond Hanley, only nine in the 
New York delegation of ninety- 
four will be\ women; Georgia, 
which has doubled its delegation 
of twenty-eight to elect fifty-six 
delegates with half a vote each 
has only fourteen women, while 
Delaware with a total of ten has 
elected four women delegates. 
“onnecticut, entitled to fourteen 


votes in the convention, mysteri- 
ously has elected twenty delegates 
including five women and given 
each of the twenty seven-tenths of 
@ vote each; Arkansas will have 
twenty-two delegates of whom 
four will be women and Missouri 
will have eleven women out of a 
total of forty delegates. 

But women will be in evidence 
at the New York convention as 
never before and officially and un- 
officially the feminine teuch will 
be apparent to the most casual be- 


holder. 
FASHION SHOW 


For the first time in American 
political history the program of 
a national convention will start 
with a fashion show. 

Staged by Miss Elizabeth Mar- 
bury of New York, with whom 
the theater is a business and po- 
litics a pastime, and who has en- 
listed the ald of every musical re- 
vue chérus girl in New York, the 
fashion show which will be given 
on the night preceding the open- 
ing of the convention is certain 
of a record-breaking attendance 
by no means exclusively feminine. 

Irving Berlin is writing for 
Miss Marbury a convention song 


which she promises wil] rival 
“The Bidewalks of New York,” 
and other features are being 


worked out to make of the week, 
or weeks, of the Democratic con- 
vention a period likely to dwell 
in the memory of every man and 
woman present. 

Miss Marbury also heads e large 
committee made up of active and 
prominent New York women, any 
one of whom at any time will be 
ready to act as guide, philoso- 
pher and friend to any inquiring 
woman delegate committeewom- 
an. or visitor, whether she de- 
sires to go shopping, visit @ fall 
(it a prison reformer at home,) 
or an art gallery; or to hunt our 
the best barber shop for a shingle 
bob. 


Two women, Mrs. Blair and 
Mrs. D. A. McDougal, national 
committeewomen from Oklahoma. 
are on the preconvention arrange- 
ments committee, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New 
york is chairman of e woman's ad- 
visory committee to pass upon 
planks offered by women's organ- 
izations on soctal and welfare leg- 
islation, to be incorporated in the 
national party platform. Serving 
on Mra. Roosevelt's committee are 
Miss Jane Addams and Miss Mary 
McDowell, Chicago; Miss 
Josephine Goldmark, Mrs. Henry 
Margenthau, Miss Lillian Wald, 
and Mre. Henry Moskowitz, New 
York: Miss Caroline Ruuts Rees, 
Connecticut, Mrs. Percey ¥. 
Pennybacker of Texas, and Dr. 
M. Carey Thomas of Bryn Mawn. 


FIFTY-FIFTY RULE 

All of the fifty-four national 
committee women will be in New 
York and will have seats on the 
platform unless they are delegates 
and wish to sit with their State 
delegations. The committee wom- 
en, headed by Mrs. Blair, will be 
the official group of Democratic 
women at the convention rep- 
resenting the national organization 
of the party. 

Democratic national committee 
women are on a basis of complete 
equality with national com mittee- 
men, the fifty-fifty rule having 
becn adopted by the national com- 
mittee. Women delegates in the 


convention will have equal vot- 
ing power with the men delegates

The system of electing dele- 
gates-at-large to the Democratic 
convention, so far as it affects 
‘the relative voting strength of men 
and women, is explained in «@ state- 
ment recently issued by Mrs. Blair 
as follows: 

“The mistaken assertion has 
been made by some partisan Re- 
publicans that the women dele- 
gates to the Democratic natioval 
convention wiil have only a half 
vote whereas the Republican wom- 
en delegates will have full votes. 

“The basis of the mistake lies 
in the fact that the Democratic 


national committee in order to 
provide places for women among 


the delegates-at-large, without dis- 
turbing pa custom, rec- 
ommended to the States that these 
delegations be' increased from four 
to eight members with one halt 
vote each, the extra four mem- 
bers to be women. While it is 
true that these four women have | 
only a half vote each the four | 
men on the delegations-at-large 
also have only a half vote each 
—#so the voting strength of all the 
delegates-at-large, whether men or 
women, is equal.” 

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee provided that States were 
not to elect half-vote or quarter- | 
vote delegates except in the case 
of delegations-at-large. This rec- 
ommendation has been disregarded | 
by a number of States and the | 
number of district delegates from | 
such States variously increased. | 
There will be a total of 1098 full | 
votes in the Democratic conven- 
tion however large may be the 
number of delegates elected there- 
to, with 732 votes necessary to 
nominate.

Sevenieen-Mile Los Angeles Project Costing 
$9,000,000 to be Completed in October — 


Les Angeles’ new outfall sewer is half completed, H. A. Van 
Norman, superintending engineer, announced yesterday and already 


the aystem is in pertial operation.® 


By October it will be finished. 
Within a period of eighteen 
months the gigantic conduit of 
seventeen miles, costing. $9,900,- 
900, will have supplanted the in- 
adequate system now in use. 


Some physical aspects of the 
outfall sewer oonstruction are 
similar to the bullding of the 


Owens River Aqueduct. Many city 
engineering department employees 
at work on the ~-resent public job 
worked on the Aqueduct foreas, 
including Engineer Van Norman. 

The existing sewer system is 
suited to a city about one-half the 
sige of Los Angeles. Consequently, 
all possible haste is being made in 
the new line. The work is divided 
into fourteen sections and twelve 
contractors are being employed 
simultaneously, besides the. city 
forces.

In the radio world, the coming 

ef summer involves likewise the 

coming of static and of the por- 

table set. In the early days of 

broadcasting, the attitude of radio 


men toward these, static and the

Present time. Static was consid- 
@red to be an electrical condition 
over which man had absolutely no 
control, it was the curse of radio. 

fact, in many of the broadcast- 

stations, activities were sus- 
pended ent‘rely during the sum- 
mer months. And the portable 
set—but we'll take that up later! 

Up to the present ti.ne man has 
mot been able to master static, but 
ites contro] has been developed to 
a high degree. In code transmis- 
sion on high wave lengths and with 
@ high pitch note, static has been 
Practically eliminated by a huge 
apparatus developed by the Bu- 
reau of standards: but for low 
wave lengths and telephonic trans- 
mission nothing at all practical 
has been developed. 

Although no way of eliminating 
static on the low wave lengths of 
broadcast transmission has been 
imvented thus far, the 
knowledge concerning static 
its control has increased 
Guring the past few years By 
following out certain precautiéns, 
Static interference may be red 
to a minimum. 

If you have a high and iong 
Serial, static is going to deprive 
you of radio enjoyment during the 
summer months. Use the shortest 
end lowest aeria) that is consis- 
tent with the efficiert operation of 
your set. You will probably weak- 
en te a slight degree the sicna) 
intensity of your set, but you wil: 
at the same time have lessened 
static interference greatly. 

During the summer the foliage 
of plants and trees is developed 
to its maximum and this fact 
brings a correspondingly great loss 
fm radio signal strength by absorp- 
tion. If you have kept your aerial 
clear fro.n trees in the winter, be 
Goubly careful to keep it so in 
the summer. 

Where the istener is the owner 
of a four or five-tube set, the 
problem of static can be either 
very great or of little consequence. 
If the set is given over to two 


plifeation altogether tn the sum- 
mer. One stage is about all the 
best set can stand in the static 
montha. 

By the use of a loop aerial and 
radio-frequency amplification, static 


from all but one direction is ex- 


cluded. Do not think that R.F. 
amplification does not involve am- 
plification of static, for it does. 
The reason for the noticeable lack 
of static effects in a set incorporat- 
ing a loop serial and R.F. ampli- 
fication is the uni-directional prop- 
erties of th® loop. This type of 
aerial will receive wireless im- 
pulses from only one direction at 
a time—no matter if these im- 
Pulses are man-made or the static

In tuning @n o receiver 
of loose-coupled type, keep the 
coupling as loosé as possible. By 
ell means dispose of the single- 
circuit set if you care to enjoy 
radio this summer.

Increases Domestic Use of 
Light Current 


New Interest Keeps Fans at 
Home Nights 


Corporation Head Predicts 
Improvements 


“The many technical improve- 
ments effected both in the art .of 
broadcasting and in the manufac- 
ture of receiving apparatus dur- 
ing the past year have given such 
impetus to the development of the 
radio industry in the United States 
that radio now occupies a leading 
place in American home life,” de- 
clared David Sarnoff, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Radio Corporation of Amerteca, in 
an address before the forty-sev- 
enth convetition of the National 
Light Association. 

“While radio would continue to 
render a unique public service 
through the well-established dis- 
tribution channels of the electrical 
and musical industries, the in- 
creasing demands of the art,”” Mr. 
Sarnoff said, “might place it in 
contact aleo with the central sta- 
tion industry, represented by the 
electric light and power interests 
of the country.” It was probable, 
therefore, that the next forward 
step in broadcast reception would 
be a current supply device, which 
could be added to existing types 
of receivers, and which would) 
make the operation of any receiv- 
nig set as simple and effective as 
the turning of a switch to light an 
electrié lamp. 

“Present indications,” Mr. Gar- 
nof added, “point to two methods

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home receiver 
that will draw its vacuum tube en- 
ergy through such a current supply 
device operated from the lighting 
circult now supplied by the cen- 
tral station. 

“Type &—The rural home re- 
ceiver or the portable reoéiver that 
obtainge operating from stor- 
age or dry batteries. 

“In other words,” Mr. Sarnoff 
explained, “while a permanent de- 
mand already has been created 
for the dry battery or storage bat- 
tery t© operate the receiver, the 
rising requirements of the art will 
find place, I believe, for a new and 
additional type of current supply.” 

Discussing the many contacts 
which radio has made with other 
industries, Mr. Sarnoff pointed out 
that radio already has affected the 
electric light and power situation 


in the United States. 


NOW STAY AT HOME 

“More people,” he said, “now 
stay at bome to enjoy radic, which 
means more use of lights and 
greater current consumption.

War Veterans 
in Hospitals 


Tt is expected that the work of 


installing radio sets in all United | 


States veterans’ hospitals will be 
completed by July 1, according to 
Gen. Frank T. ines, director of 
the Veterans’ Bureau. The work 
of inetallation ts progressing eat- 
isfactorily and at the present time 
thirty-seven of the hospitals have 
been equipped. 

The genera! plan for the instal- 
lation of the radio é@quipment pro- 
vides for one master set located 
in a central point of the hospital. 
This master set is under the di- 
rect supervision of the medical of- 
ficer tn charge, who designates cer- 
tain employees of the hospital as 
operators. Wires lead from this 
get to the various wards and @a- 


sembly roome, where loud speak-/. 


ers are located. Wherever prac- 
tieal, head sete are installed for 


Many of the veterans’ hospitals

Each set must. be able to receive 
Clearly for a minimum distance of 
1000 miles. According to Gen. 
Hines, the coset of installation of 
radio oemement ranges from $2000 
to $2400 per hospital, dependin 
upon the size of the institution a 
the class of equipment used. 
“Radio provides a means of post- 
tive improvement, both physically 
and mentally, for the patients in 
the hospitals.” states Gen. Hines.

TEXAS IS LEADER | 
IN BROADCASTING 


The question of the “survival of 
the fittest’ in broadcasting is again 
before the public, and the govern- 
ment for that matter, as radio 
broadcasting stations are almost 
as numerous as a year ago, and 
still increasing. Today there are 
584 in operation, whereas the peak 
was only 591. Practically all wave 
lengths have been exhausted, ne- 
ceasitating a division of time. 

The State of Texas leads in 
broadcasting, having forty-two ra- 
aio broadcasting stations; Penn- 
syivania is second, with forty-one; 
California, which used to be first, 
has thirty-nine; and Ohio is third 
with thirty. New York and Iili- 
noise are tied with twenty-nine 
each; Missouri has twenty-eight. 
Washington twenty-four and 
twenty-three. Nevada, New 
Hampshire, and Porto Rico bring 
up the rear with one each, but 
every State is supplied with one or 
more stations.

His song is as cheering 
as the song of che lark—his story 
of coming bleming as refreshing 
as the dew. Jeremiah had repre- 
gented God as an avenging judge 
administering justice; Ezekiel pic- 
tures Him as the loving Shepherd 
and the dispenser of mercy.

OLD WORLD SHEPHERDS 
Pew in the United States know 
shepherd as he ts described

The Twenty-third 
Pealm loses much of its beauty un- 
less one has seen how sheep are 


cared for in Palestine or in oth-

presents a beautiful picture of the 
tender shepherd's care—a picture 
Which is as real today.in the Holy 
Land as it was in the days of Da- 
vid and Wzekietl. 

While traveling from Haifa to 
Nazareth. we saw pastoral life ex- 
actly as it was thousands of years 
ago. The shepherds varry a 
crook and icad their sheep instead 
of driving therm or directing them 
@s our herdsmen do with the aid of 
shepherd dogs. 

At one watering place, we saw 
three shepherds resting in the 
Shade while the three flocks of 
sheep mingled together. drinking 
from the stream or lying upon the 


grass. When the time came to 
separate. the shepherds started off | 
in different directions and the. 
sheep. rising and stretching them- | 
se‘ves. wended their way te the 
hillsides, each sheep knowing its 
master and following them as 
faithfully as a dog. 


GOD'S SOLICITUDE 

At one time. we saw a shepherd 
carrying in his arms a crippled 
lamb. the mother following as 
Closely to him as she could. | 

The language of Ezekiel red- 
olent with the odor of the | fleld 
and abourding in pictures drawn 
trom pastoral life. 

God is to “seek out” his sheep

HAPPINESS FOR ALL. 

The two lessons which stand out 
prominentiy in our text are: first, 
the temporary character of punish- 
ment, if it brings repentance: and, 
second. the permanent character of 
God's love. 

The Heavenly Father has planned 
for the happinese of all: it is 
Hie will that every iife shal! be 
full of joy and that every sou) 
shall be saved. 

With a wiedom that is unlimit- 
ed. and a love that is unfathom- 
able. He has devised man as the 
supreme piece of Hie workmanship. 

His body is so ingeniously con- 
structed as to give him the maxi- 
mum of health, of strength. and of 
happiness. 

Hie mind is so fashioned as to 
give him the maximum of men- 
tality and the greatest amount of 
intellectual joy. 

Hie heart is so moulded as to 
permit the widest range of emo- 
tien and the highest reach of pur- 
When the hody. the mind. and 

heart work In harmony and 

obedient to the will of God. itt 
scarcely possible to put a limit 
man's capabilities. 

But, in order to distinguish man 

the brute and bestow upon 

im the privilece of worshiping 
eam must be permitted to sin 


—his love of God must be volun-| 
tary. The distance that man can 
a. when he rejects God is meas- | 

red by the height to which he'| 
oa rise when he is obedient. 


PUNISHMENT NECESSARY 


Punishment of sin is necessary, ’ 
not only that the law may be vin- 
dicated, but that man may be 
brought back to the enjoyment of | 
that which is promised to those | 
vw hose lives are “in tune with the'| 
Infinite.” 

As @ parent barms a child if, by | 
mistaken kindness. its wayward- 
ness goes unchecked, so God would 
be unkind to His children if He'| 
did not restore them by enforced | 
penalties when they go astray— 
“Whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth 
son whom He receiveth.”’ 

But punishment should be ad- | 
ministered in affection and should 
cease when the purpose has been 
accomplished. 

Isracl's punishment was limited 
in advance to seventy years, and 
the end of that period was drawing 
near. The rod was to be lifted and 
the avenging hand was to be ex- 
tended in mercy. 

And so God deals with His chil- 
dren today. 
He advises them; He eritreats 
them; He warns them: He punishes | 
them, and then crowns repentance 
with forgiveness. 
He veeks them out, binds up 
their wounds, leads them into new 
pervs, and gives them a new)

POWER OF REPENTANCE | 


Often the consciousness of. ame] 
worthiness and the gratitude | 
aroused by pardoning grace stimu- 
late to greater activity than the | 
repentant one had kno eat- 
er than he would have known but 
for the experience that revealed 
the depravity of his own nature, 
the blackness of sin, and the good- | 
ness of God. 

I met a man on the train a few | 
years ago who told me of his -ex- | 
perience. 

He was indicted for using the 
mails to defraud and was convict- 
ed. Before his penitentiary term 
began, he escaped from prison 
and for some years was a fugitive, 
from justice. 

One night he was drawn by! 
chance into a religious meeting 
and converted. He was born again | 
and immediately started out to 
make amends. 

He hunted up the prosecutor | 
who had conducted the Care 
against him and insisted on be- 
ing taken to the penitentiary. The 
genuineness of his conversion, how- 
ever, so impressed those who had 
secured his conviction that, with- 
Out a request from him, they Ppro- | 
ceeded to apply for a pardon. | 

As soon as his unsolicited re- | 
lease was atnounced, he sought | 
some way in which he could | 
atone for his crime against society. | 
When I met him, he was a pub-| 
lisher of a paper devoted exclusive- 
ly to the exposing of the kinds 
of frauds of which he himeelf 
had been guilty. He used his own | 
familiarity with the devious ways | 
of criminals of this kind to pro- | 
tect society against them. 

This is but one of innumerable | 
iliustrations of the effect of sin- 
cere repentance leading reformed 
men to perform valuable service. | 

Our thanks should ascend to the 
throne continually for the brevity | 
of God's sentences when they) 
have worked a reformation. and 
the completeness of the restora- | 
tion of those who are truly sorry 
for their sins. “For godly sor- 
row worketh repentance to salva- | 
tion not to be repented of.”

Hurdreds of thousands of per- 
sons have stood gazing into the 
sky where some tiny speck of a 
plane was to be seen drifting earth- 
ward like a falling ieaf, spinning, 
looping, lazily rolling in space. And 
thousands have seen some of these 
little specks suddenly start diving 
straight to the ground to end in 
a crash and wreckage. They have 
seen human bodies pulled from the 
tangle of canvas and sticks and 
wire steel. 


STUNTS NOT CAUSE 


Stunts made Southern Califor- 
nia aviators famous. Yet stunts, 
strange as it may seem, was not 
the factor which took the great- 
est toll of lives,

LOCKLEAR FIRST TO GO 

Omer Locklear was the first to 
go. In the summer of 1921 he 
'was doing stunts for a motion- 
picture company at Rogers Field. 
In a clear sky and amid perfect 
flying conditions, he finished the 
day's work, then in a last rollick- 
ing burst of speed, few high in 
the air. He did a series of loops 
and spins just beneath the clouds, 
when something broke. No one 
knows what it was. He was alone 
in the plane. The machine sud- 
denly started hurtling toward the 
earth. It landed with a crash and 
when persons got to it, Locklear 
was dead. 

Little was said or known about 
this accident. It was the first of 
a series that were to follow. 

On the afternoon of Saturday, 
November 27, 1921, a great crowd 
gathered at Crescent Field to see 
a match race between Emery H. 
Rogers. president of the Rogers 
Aircraft Corporation, driving «a 
monoplane, and Kenneth Montee, 
driving a pureuit plane. There 
was a strong rivalry between the 
two and the efficiency of a mono- 
plane was to be demonstrated. The 
two got away to a good start and 
were circling the field neck and 
neck, at 140 miles an hour, flying 
low. Rogers was seen to elevate 
his plane to clear a fence, rising 
to about thirty feet in the air. 
The machine suddenly careened to 
one side, a wing scraped the 
ground and the next moment the 
monoplane was crushed into a tan- 
gied mass. 

“Fainted!” said an aviator who 
had watched the race. 


ALL, BONES BROKEN 
Rogers was unconscious when 


pulled from the wreckage. At the 
Hollywood Wmergency Hospital 
Dr. F. G. Stadfield declared that 
nearly every bone in the man's 
body was broken. His was death 
No. 2 in the ranks of the Venice 
flyers. 

Nearly five months passed be- 
fore another came. At the Pre- 
sidio in San Francisco the after- 
noon of Saturday, May 21, 1922, 
Wesley May, aviator, leaped from 
an airplane with a parachute 
while 5000 feet in the alr. An “alr 
circus” was in progress for the 
benefit of the Army Relief Fund 
and forty Army and civilian fiyers 
were taking part. May cleared the 
plane nicely when he leaped into 
space and his parachute opened. 
He swung gently toward the 
earth. While approximately fifty 
feet from the ground, & become 
aparent that he was going to land 
in a tree in a graveyard so he 
cut leose and jumped toward its 
branches.

YEAR OF TRAGEDIES 

Last year brought the greatest 
list of fying tragedies to Southern 
California recorded in any twelve- 
month period. From the moun- 
tains to the sea accidents came, 
and singly and in pairs names 
were stricken from the rolls of 
the Venice tyers. The first was on 
the Fourth of July. when two were 
killed, to be followed in rapid suc- 
cession by three more, which cost 
a toll of eight lives. 

While Fourth of July revelers at 
Venice and Santa~ Monica looked

Macmilian Company, New York. 

A novel of the “Looking Back- 
ward” type, in which, H. G. W.

He 
married Hetty, the girl of his 
heert. but inheriting all. sorts of 
stundardized notions alout moral- 
ity, he divorced his wife when she 
carelessly had a baby of whom he 
was not the father. Then . he 
rushed into a marriage with a 
good, but Fopelessiy dull woman, 
only to repent when too late. His 
defection sent Hetty into the arms 
of her betrayer, where she found 
only misery. 

Thus both their lives were 
wrecked because of the odd beliefs 
of their day and generation in re- 
gard to marriage and marriage 
vows. In the end, Mortimer is 
sent to an early grave, to reappear 
2000 years later in a better, i 
less exciting world.

THE PRICE OF FREEDOM. By Calvin 
Ceclidge. Charlies Geribner's Sona, 


Thirty speeches of President 
Coolidge, mostly made during the 
past four years, are here offeret 
the public. They vary widely in 
subject, but the same thread runs 


through them all. Thie is Cal- 
vin Coolidge’s confession of faith, 
his statement of what he thinks 
ms the purpose of government, of 
civilization, of life itself. 

Many of the speeches are very 
short. In them we see the Vice- 
President as honored guest at some 
function refraining from tiring hie 
audience. Others are longer, as 
befitted the occasion. 

Bome are discussions of certa 
phases in our history, as those on 
the pligrims and the Green Moun- 
tain boys; more are appraisements 
of outstanding figures, such as 
Rooseveit, Carnegie, Hamilton, 
Lincoln, Grant and MeKinley; some 
deal with the questions that un- 
derlie public policy today, as does 
the first, entitled “The Supports of 
Civilization,” and the tenth, “The 
Title of American; several dis- 
euss the subject of education. 

No clearer idea of the thought 
and expression of the President 
can be given than by quoting his 
own words. For that reason the 
following extracts from the vari- 
ous speeches are given: 

b. cannot be that man ought 
to satisfied to be anything but 
his best, or that being his best 
can be inconsistent with the high- 
est welfare of society.” 

“Progress has lain in the cul- 
tivation and maintenance of a 
state of mind. It has been in gen- 
eral a strong adherence to ideals. 

“Civilization and profits go hand 
in hand. It is out of the surplus 
of our efforta that progress is 
made. It is by organization, by 
menagement, that labor is so di- 
rected as to produce a surplus for 
present and future investment.” 

“Truly, capital, surplus, profits, 
and progress are the result of 


brains. In fact, that which we! 
eall labor is intelligent effort di- 
rected toward some desired end. 
Otherwise such result could well | 
be secured from a machine. In| 
its jast analysis what the work-| 
man selis is his intelligence. But! 
it t still true that the manage- 
ment and direction, of which sur- 
plus and profits are born, is a 
rarer skill, a yet more acute intel- 
ligence which we in general des- 
ignate as brains.” 

“We justify the greater and 
greater accumulations of capital 
because we believe that therefrom 
flows the support of all science. 
art, learning and the charities 
which minister to the humanities 
of life, all carrying their beneficent 
effects to the people as a whole.” 

“We do not need more material 
development, we need more spirit- 
pual development. We do not need 
more inteliectual power, we need 
more moral power. We do not 


jneed more government, 
j;more culture, do not need 
more law, we need more religion. 
We do not need more of the things 
that are seen, we need more of the 
things that are unseen.” 

“Innocence is not enough in 
government administration. There 
must be added that character and 
ability that come only from grap- 
pling with the great problems of 
ltfe, most usually gained by Amer- 
icans in great business and ad- 
ministrative activities.” 

“No government can be success- 
ful which outlaws any good infiu- 
ence, wherever its source, what- 
ever its calling.”

[ THE GENESIS 


OF THE “400” | 


By Mrs. Jehan

Life in America is supposedly 
democratic. Yet New York, Bos- 
ton, Cleveland and every other 
city in the country has its “four 
hundred.” Who are the members 
of these charmed circles, and what 
credentials do they hold? Does 
their lineage extend back for hun- 
dreds of years, or do they “belong” 
by virtue of their wealth? Mrs. 
John King Van Rensselaer answers 
all of these questions in ‘““The So- 
cial Ladder.” The author {is a 
member of one of New York's first 
families—tliterally “first,” for she 
is the direct descendant of Maria 
De Peyster, who was one of the 
first white girls to be born on the 
Tsland of Manhattan. So she has 
herself watched the shifting tides 
of New York society from her de- 
butante days in the prim fifties, 
when the waltz was considered a 
risque dance, down to the pres- 
ent “Age of Jazz.” But she goes 
much further back than her own 
times, and chronicles the history 
of Bociety in America from its 
very beginnings in New Amster- 
dam, Charleston, Virginia, New 
England and elsewhere. The 
Dutch patroons, she claims, were 
the most aristocratic of the early 
settlers, and lived in New Amster- 
dam in surprising ease and com- 
fort, "way back In the 1650’s, when 
Peter Stuyvesant had to forbid 
the playing of golf in the city 
streets, and when Dutch house- 
wives met regularly to write and 
read poetry. 

Of late colonial Revolutionary 
times she has many an amusing 
and significant anecdote to tell, 
such as that of James Monroe's 
ostracism from New York socie- 
ty, of the writing of Yankee Doo- 
die, ete. She relates, too, a very 
thrilling story of a beautiful girl 
epy who insinuated herself into 


‘the affcctions of both Gen. Putnam 


and Aaron Burr and almost suc- 
ceeded in taking George Washing- 
ton captive. 

With the influx of wealth, from 
the fifties on, society changed rap- 
idiy, as the Astors, Vanderbilts, 
Goulds and Belmonts knocked at 
its portals for admittance. 

“Tt was not until 1892 that the 
four hundred were born. Mrs. 
William B. Astor at one time 
found herself in the dilemma of 
having to select 400 guests from 
her large visiting list, since her 
ball-room would hold no more than 
that number. The task of elimi- 
nation was so delicate a one that 


she turned for guidance to the 
celebrated social arbiter, Ward 
McAllister. It was he, in fact, 


who had placed Mrs. Astor on her 
throne, and had remajned the pow- 
er behind it. So he made up a 
select list of four hundred names, 
and later bragged of his achieve- 
ment in a New York club. There 
the story was heard by newspaper 
mén and so spread broadcast over 
the country. 


THE BPADLEY-MARTIN BALL

“For the entertainment the 
crand ball-room of the newly com- 
pleted Waldorf-Astoria had been 
transformed into the replica of a 
hall in the Palace of Versailles. It 
formed the background for such! 
a display of costumes and jewels 
as the city had never seen, the 
diamond buttons on the habits of 
the men alone, representing an 
outlay of thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars. 

“Mrs. Bradiey-Martin, in the role 


f0wn heavily embroidered with 
cold and pearls, wore gems that 
@ere former French crown jewels, 
including a massive ruby necklace, 
once the property of Marie An- 
toinette, and also clusters of dia- 
mond grapes made for Louis XIV. 
The guests were equally or even 
more expensively arrayed. August 
Belmont appeared in a suit of 
gold-inlaid armor valued at $10,000. 

“A tremendous storm of denun- 
ciation followed the ball. News- 
papers, ministers, and college de- 
bating societies took as their text 
its scandalous extravagance. Fur- 
thermore the New York City fath- 
ers raised the Bradley-Martin’s 
taxes to an excessive figure, so 
that finally the couple fied the 
country in deep disgrace.” 

THE AGE OF JAZZ 

Money, which had made possl- 
ble such sensational costume balls 
as the Bradley-Martins tn the lat- 


ter part of the nineteenth century, 
was not long in undermining so- 
clety. Then came the great war 
te complete the work of disinte- 
gration. Waves of profiteers de- 
scended upon New York and suc- 
ceeded in breaking down the last 
barriers, so that today society ob- 
serves the “Gold Standard” only. 
“The former standards are ob- 
served nowhere save in a little 
group of descendants of old fami- 
lies spoken of as the Old Guard,” 
the author moans. “Birth and 
breeding, ability and achievement 
_have come to be minor considera- 
tions as compared with wealth— 
and youth. The latter, in fact. is 
always an open sesame, for with 
the war, youth came into its own. 
One must be young to keep the 
pace New York sets—or one must 
pretend to be young.”

Do “Painters of the West" dis- 
like “modernism”? 

"¢f the organization had not set 
forth on such a big undertaking, 
it would be immaterial whether 
they liked “moderaism”™ or not, 
but a perusal of the following 
paragraphs from their official 
publicity, convince me that all who 
are interested in those art tenden- 
cles which are true children of 
the twentieth century, are entitled 
to some enlightenment -on what 
they cannot but believe to be a 
matter vital to art. 

“Painters of the West... 
dedicated to the advancement of 
western art aims .. to stim- 
ulate interest and appreciation in 
the art of representative painters 
of the West who are rapidly form- 
ing the nucleus of a distinctive 
American school of painting.” 

“It is the. object furthermore of 
this érganization to co-operate 
with the growing art development 
and necessities of .. . South- 
ern California to the fullest extent 
. . « It ts the desire and pur- 
pose of this body of men to offer 
their wide experience and judg- 
ment tn regard to the important 
art develupment of which Los An- 
geles is rapidly becoming the cen- 
ter.” 

The writer has no personal ax 
to grind here as his medium of 
art expression is not, to any ap- 
preciable extent, paint, neither can 
hie work be said to betray any 
noticeable “modern” tendencies. 
But as critic, and one keenly in- 
terested in all development of art, 
he feels his question deserves an 
answer. 

A wonderful opportunity is be- 
fore the “Painters of the West.” 
They have their headquarters in a 
gallery where pictures are chosen 
by @ committee, the majority of 
whom are artists. Their exhibi- 
tions are avowedly be repre- 
sentative of the in western 
art. They reach a cosmopolitan 
public untouched by any other gal- 
lery, and they can easily assemble 
a group of paintings which will 
acquaint Los Angeles and America 
with the whole gamut of western 
art. 

The question which many of us 
would like to see answered in this 
column is: “Are the modernistic 
painters, such as the best men of 
the New Mexico group, consid- 
ered representative western paint- 
ers by this organization?”

First numbered, in the very at- 
tractive catalogue adorned by Car!

Automotive Legislation Gets Attention From Country’s Solons 


SANER VIEW IS 
BEING ADOPTED 


First-Hand Information is 
Sought by States 


State legislatures that met in 
1924 did not show the same tend- 
ency to legislate motor vehicles out 
of existence as has marked seme 
previous sessions, according te a 
report compiled by the Motor Ve- 
hicle Conference Committee and 
received by Roy H. Compton of 
the Mack-International Metor 
Trucie Corporation, chairmaa of 
the California sub-committee. The 
Motor Vehicle Conference Com- 
mittee represents the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce, 
American Automobile Association, 
National Automobile Dealers Asso- 
Clation. Rubber Assectation of 
America and Motor and Accessory 
Manufacturers Association. 

Bieven State legislatures were 
im session during the last few 
months. Every one of them de- 
voted some time to automotive lec- 

lation. Next year forty-two State 

gisiatures convene and it is need- 
to say none will overlook this 
ject. The action of the eleven 
jes which met this year will 
be regarded by the automotive in- 
Gustry as indicative of what may 
be expected in 1925. 


TO GET SPOT LIGHT . 
According to the Motor Vehicle 
Conference Committee report li- 
cense fees, compulsory insuranee, 
common carrier taxes, physical and 
mental examination of operators, 
certificates of title, headlight reg- 
Dilation and truck weight and speed 
Mmits are the subjects that will 
receive the chief attention from 


the legislators. 
Although the State assemblies 


seem to have adopted a saner view | 


of the automotive industry and the 
eutomobdile driver than has been 
the past custom, the motor ve- 
hicle road is not going to be with- 
@ut blockades and’ detours. Po- 
litical obstfuctionists are certain to 
undertake to harass the automo- 
bile owner with unwarranted re- 
strictions and in some instances 
“all the traffic will ar” will be 
the theory for taxation. 

New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
legislaures have shown a tendency 
to seek first-hand information in 
respect to motor vehicle taxation 
and regulation. Special commis- 
sions have been appointed for the 
purpose. In alifornia at gthis 
time a comm on is making a 

rey of the highway situation 
for the purpose of determining the 
needs and suggesting methods of 
finance. 

Tt ts gratifying to those who 
bave sought to provide California 
with a sane motor vehicle law to 
note In the report that several of 
the other States have tncorporated 
features of the California law in 
their statutes. It is acknowledged 
that the law of this State i« not 
perfect In all details but evidently 
ft is close enough to 
model for some of 
States. 

Compulsory insurance was one 
of the livest topics considered by 
the legislatures in session 
year. They have been presented 
in California a number of times 
and each 


sees the move-| 


ment gaining strength. Practically 
no other subject occasions as much 
interest and discussion as this. 


BOUND TO COME 
Although the automotive indus- 
try as a whole has taken no defi- 
nite stand on this subject, in Cal- 
iforn® it has shown its opposi- 
tion. Public sentiment Js reported 


be growing more favorable to 
the proposition as the result of 
accidents involving personal or 
propery damage occasioned by ve- 
hicles owned by persons who have 
no financial responsibility. In this 
State it has been maintained that 
compulsory ineurance might lead 
to less careful operation of ve- 
hicles as the owner who is prop- 
erly insured is less likely to con- 
sider the chance of an accident as 
have to pay the damages and he 
would regard it as getting back 
something for which he has paid 
a premium. On the other hand 
proponents of compulsory insur: 
ance claim the driver who has no 
insurance nor any money its more 
likely to be reckless as he has 
nothing to lose. Another element 
for opposition in this State has 
been the beilef that a compulsory 
insurance law would result in the 
State establishing an insurance de- 
partment and furnishing the in- 
surance at a lower rate than would 
the standard companies. 

Legislatures seem unable to ar- 
rive at a basis of fair and equitable 
motor vehicle taxation. In som 
States the vehicle license tax f 
high but there is no personal prop- 
erty assesement. In other States 
the idea seems to be to get all 
that can be had from the owner 
of an automobile and while the 
personal property tax is maintain- 
ed a heavy license tax is added. 

The California plan of a nomi- 
nal registration tax and an addéi- 
tional tax on the operation of the 
vehicle is gaining tn favor. The 
gasoline tax has become general 
although it was defeated in New 
Jersey and some other States. 
South Carolina legislators seem- 
ingly sought to pile the burden on 
as heavily as possible. Passenger 
ear fees on vehicles weighing leas 
than 2000 pounds were raised’ from 
$6 to $12 and from $2 for each 
additiénal 600 pounds to $6. This 
means the registration fee on ~a@ 
3500-pound automobile that 
State is now $30. In addition to 
the gasoline tax some States now 
have an impost on off used in 
motor vehicles. 


RAISES LIMIT 

Maryland, which State was re- 
ferred to constantly by advocates 
of greatly reduced weight Iimits 
for motor trucks at the last ses- 
sion of the California ture, 
raised fits limit 3000 pounds. Mary- 
land also reduced the special fees 
exacted of common carriers. In 
New Jersey the Legislature re- 
fused to lower truck weight lim- 
ite as the result of the argument 
presented to the effect that (New 
Jersey's highways already are bad- 
ly congested and lower weight-lim- 
its would result tn increasing the 
number of vehicles. 

The traffic accident situation has 
become so serious nationally that 
State legislators are sure to con- 
tinue their efforts to alleviate it. 
The method gaining in popularity 
Is to increase the responsibility of 
the car driver. It is common prac- 
tiee to license motor vehicle op- 
erators and it is claimed for the re- 
quirement of examinations of driv- 
ers that those obviously unfit to 
handie a vehicle are dented the 
privilege. New York this year ex- 
tended the scope of its driver li- 
cense regulations.

Shaving Streets 
Is New Pastime 
in Los Angeles 


Shaving has been a favorite in- 


door sport of the human race 
since about 4000 B. C., although 
history does not tell us exactly 
when the first man took a razor 
and forthwith proceeded to re- 
move his beard from his face. 

But now 6924 years later comes 
BE. R. Wheeler, formerly of Bak- 
ersfield, but now residing in Los 
Angeles, head of the Wheeler 
Construction Company, with an 
apparatus which actually shaves 
the streets. 

The apparatus is built in such 
a manner that it will take off as 
littie as a sixteenth of an inch 
of asphalt or will tear it all up 
just as the operator desires. On 
each side are timbers twenty-one 
feet long, sixteen inches high and 
six inches thick fashioned in a 
sled-like arrangement with heavy 
steel plates on each side for ad- 
ditional protection. The cutting 
arrangement consists of two rows 
of twelve discs each, half way be- 
tween which are placed two rows 
of twenty-six teeth, ‘set in such 
a manner that any number can 
be removed. The sled. by the 
way, aceording to specifications, is 
four feet. ten inches in width. 

At either end of this device are 
two rollers, while a blade similar 
to that of a road grader near the 
rear scrapes the cut asphalt to 
the side of the road or street.

PAN-AMERICAN TOUR TO BE AN 


EXPERIMENT IN FRIENDLINESS 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE) 


NEW YORK, May 26.—An ex- 
periment in neighborliness destined 
to have a far-reaching effect upon 
our relations with cougtries to the 
south of us, will begin when the 
Pan-American Highway Commis- 


sion arrives in this country this 
month. 

The delegation, which is made 
up of some forty authorities on 
highway construction, Gnance and 
economics from the countries of 
Pan-America, will stay here prac- 
tically a month. During that time 
they will be escorted over the 
highways of severa] States and will 
be given an opportunity to see at 
first hand road development and 
transport under climatic and soil 
conditions closely akin to those in 
their home lands. The manufac- 
ture of motor cars, the fabrication 
ot rubber tirea, methods of ven, 
way finance, problems of traffic 
regulation and other diverse activi- 
ties will be brought under review 
and the hope is that in this way a 
complete picture can be obtained 
of what highway transportation 
has meant here. 

The most striking aspect of the 


trip_is that while it has been 
financed from contributions from 
the motor, machinery, rubber, 


steamship and other industries, the 

urpose ig in no sense an effort 
© sell the visitors American goods, 
Instead the highway education 
board has been asked to take 
charge of the general arrauge- 
ments and all of the dgtails 
have been worked out by that 
body in co-operation with the 
State, War, Agriculture, Interior 
and Commerce departments, the 
Pan-American Union, Inter-Amer- 
ican High Com.wissioa, the Amer- 
ican Association of State Highway 
Officials and other agencies of a 
public natury». 


MORE TRANSPORT NEEDED 


The impelling theme behind the 
project is the viewpoiut frequently 
expresved by Pan-Americans that 
highway transry ort 
become a major element in their 
systems of communication. In 
many instances, their rail and wa- 
ter development has not been ade- 
quate, consequentivy a pressing 
need is felt for further means of 
penetration into large areas of still 
undeveloped natural resources. 

The rapid growth of motor ve- 
hicle use in the United States has 
forced us to meet new problems 
face to face in every direction. The 
public demand which has resulted 
in the appearance of 15,000,000 
motor vehicles on our public high- 
ways has created a demand for 
enormous new facilities in road- 
beds, garages and the other acces- 
sories to individual transportation. 
Marked effects on our educational 
and health systems 
noted.

KNOW OF DEVELOPMENT 

Students of these conditions in 
Pan-America are fully cognizant 
of the development which has 
taken place here. In fact, mapy 
of the men who will represent the 
various countries in the Pan-Amer- 
ican Highway Commission are 
graduates of the finest technical 
schools of this country and conse- 
quently have already seen some- 
‘thing of cenditions here. Others 
attendéd colleges pf similar stand- 
ing in their own or other foreign 
‘countries. 

What the present visit will do, 
therefore, will be to afford them 
a close-up view of the most recent 
developments which have been 
effected. Since an official Pan- 
American motor highway confer- 
ence is planned for an early date 
in some Pan-American country, 
the present survey will offer ma- 
terlal for discussion and, in fact, 
the governing body of the Pan- 
American Union has designatcd 
these men as an official program 
committee to formulate a sug- 
gested outline for the later meet- 


ing. 
OF RELATION 
Over and above these aspects, 
however, is a broader considera- 
tion. Foreign relations must in- 
evitably be affected by interchange 
of thought and opinion. No doubt 
ithe visit of the Pan-Americans 
will be followed by a trip south- 
ward on the part of a similar 
American delegation. Out of these 
and the consequent development of 
trade routes within the Pan-Amer- 
ican countries, it is hoped will 
come a closer friendship between 
the countries of our two continents. 
Adequate facilities for commu- 
nication are of fundamental im- 
portance to both the domestic and 
'world progress of nations. It is 
with these things in mind that the 
writer has ventured to term the 
visit ofethe Pan-Americans a gen- 
uine experiment in neighborliness. 
The success of the event is al- 
‘ready insured by the fine spirit of 
co-operation which has been shown 
by the several agencies interested 
both there and abroad.

al Park. Motorists entering the 
park from this time on may en- 
joy the refreshing drive to the 
majestic point, through a land 
of many green meadows that are 
soon to be flied with a profusion 
of scented wild flowers. The 
long and short trails are  ac- 
Ceasible to horsemen and hikers. 
Visitors to the Point can now 
secure accommodations at the 
Glacier Point Hotel, which like- 
wise opened on May 323. 

A etunt automobile succeeded in 
crossing the Tioga Road after 
shoveling snow for ten days be- 
tween the eastern and western 
park boundaries.

Frequently a frozen bearing in the 
steering knuckle tie rod bolt or 
transverse shaft of gear itself can 
be freed up by soaking overnight 
in kerosene. A ball of waste tied 
about the affected part and soaked 
in kerosene overnight may save 
the trouble of removing the part 
from the car.

Do not practice sliding 
head first. It is a very dangerous 


trick and has no advantage over 


the foot-first slide except when 
used by a very remarkable play- 
er, like Frankie Frisec h of the New 
York Gianta. 


SLADE CLEANLY 
When you go into a base on 
your slide, try to go in cleanly and 
escape the player who is trying 
to tag you “out” with the ball. 
Never use your slide to frighten 
the other player by trying to spike 
him. Such playing and sliding 
have no place in baseball. 
Another dodge which will help 
your teanmi win games is to make 
all the players on the team get 
into the habit of running out ev- 
ery hit, every time they the 
crack of the bat, without waiting 
to see where the hit has gone.

How Do You Make a Double 
Play at Second Base? 

The success or failure of a dou- 
ble play depends mostly upon the 
execution of the play by the mid- 
die man at second base. Failure 
on this individual's part to handle 
the ball fast méans a los» of the 
play at first base. In order to 
handle the bail fast, he must be 
in the proper position to handle 
it and in order to be in this posi- 


tion it is mest essential that he 
reach the bag in time to receive 
the throw from the fielder § te 
whom the ball was hit. He should 
avoid making this play while on 
the run. I1 realize balls are fre- 


quently hit se sharply that they 
are in a flelder’s hands almost be- 
fore one has had a chance to 
move, Bearing this In mind, I 
would suggest that the second 
baseman play a few steps nearer 
the bag when first base is occu- 
pied, than he would ordinarily if 
no one was on base.

Diet in Old Age 


OLLOWING is from the Vegetarian Mag- 
azine: 


“As old age advances constipation usu- 
ally increases. To overcome this is to pro- 
long life and make that life more useful 
and cheerful under the usual food system. 


“This tendency is probably largely due 
tv a change in the walls of the intestines 
which can be overcome by proper foods. 


“Many old people have the sour-milk or 
buttermilk fetish, drinking large quanti- 
ties, which appears to help them, but it 
must be remembered that the peasants who 
use such foods are active, outdoor workers, 
and all their lives lived very simply, such 
habits being more conducive to longevity 
than simply drinking sour milk. We would 
advise the natural-food regime, instead, 
with plenty of exercise, air baths as much as 
possible, along with the water baths, re 
maining out doors and keeping warm. 


“+ SOld people do not generate the amount 
of heat that young ones do and must add 
more body covering, but of a porus kind, 
which will permit ventilation of the skin. 
Gentle exXercise also is needed, and this 
old people usually avoid. ; 

“Sunlight is a rejuvenator! All life de- | 
pends upon sunshine. Human life is no 
exception. If we lived outdoors all the 
time we would get the benefits of the solar 
rays. Living in houses if we had glass 
houses, health would greatly improve. 

“Sunlight helps digestion. It vitalizes 
every cell of the body. Throw away all 
the therapeutic apparatus and have sunshine 
instead and the human race would experi- 
ence a marvelous change for the better. 

“If old people would seek the sunchine, 
discard clothes, when possible, taking air 
baths, eat fruits, green leaf vegetables at 
all times, put through kitchen grinder nuts 
and such things as are not easily chewed, 
but always being fitted with teeth, ag well, 
old age would not be the bugaboo it so 
eften is. 

“If raisins cannot be properly chewed, 

pass them through a grinder, eat plentifully 
of them. They furnish heat, energy, and 
ajinerals. Sugars and fats produce heat. 
This element old people especially require. 
Heat produced by such sweets and. natural 
sugars as furnished by fruits and honey is 
to be desired rather than that by fats. Such 
sugars are more easily assimilated. Starch- 
es should, by all means, be abandoned by 
anyone after thirty years of age. Uncooked 
starches, as found in bananas and a few 
such natural foods, do not come under this 
. bead. 
“Laxative foods are melons, berries, 
prunes, raisins, well-masticated vegetables, 
always in the raw state, all tree fruits, green 
leaf herbs, as lettuce, etc. Cooked mushes 
we would strongly advise against. Bread 
may be taken in small quantities, if made 
of any entire grain. Bran and bran breads 
prove too irritating to the delicate mem- 
branes of the intestines and work great in- 
jury. If greatly desired, such foods as 
wheat, hulless oats, or barley, may be cooked 
several hours in the oven and eaten very 
carefully and slowly, but not eaten with 
milk of cream—honey or a little vegetable 
butter instead. Peanut butter, it should be 
remembered, is more of a protein than fat, 
aud takes the place of flesh food, which 
people fancy imparts strength. 

Lemonade, sweetened with honey, either 
warm or cool is always an excellent drink. 
Flaxseed tea is another good drink. 

“The entire legume family, except pea- 
guts, we would eliminate from the dietary 
of the aged, especially so as they must be 
cooked. The hulls of legumes prove indi- 


“While legumes run high in protein, nuts 
also furnish this element and are devoid 
of elements contained in legumes. But it 
must be remembered that a low protein 
diet is necessary, especially for aged peo

There is more than a little truth in the 
saying, for cooking food is to & great ex- 
tent spoiling food. 

Many think we could not possibly do 
without cooking. There are, however, ip 
the world, millions of healthy people who 
rarely taste cooked food. 

A Chicago technical high school teacher 
recently asserted that the American girl is 
the poorest cook in the world, and that her 
heavy biscuite drive many men to drink. 


- he first part of the statement may be 


somewhat exaggerated, although the Ameri- 
can girl is certainly not the best cook im 
the world. That bad cooking ig a prolific 
eause of drinking, ill temper, all kinds 
wncharitableness, and not infrequently 
crime, is an absolute fact. A man with 
fatal disease is sometimes angelic in dis 
position, but your confirmed dyspeptic is 
almost always nuisance to himself, an 


disposition to teach girlie how to cook. It 
ie much more important than some of the 
“accomplishments” they now learn. If all 
girls could cook well there would be fewer 
_ divorcees, 

The chief Grawback to ordinary cooking 
ig the fact that the all-important organic 
salts are thereby largely changed tuto the 
inorganic form, ia which form they cannot 
be utilized, or are removed, as when, in 
cooking vegetables, the water is discarded, 
and in the bolting of flour. Cooking also 
leads people to eat two or three times as 
much as they should, first, because the food 
ig soft and easily gulped down, and second, 
because the absence or deficiency of the 
mineral elements leads people instinctively 
te eat more, in order to feed their starved 
perves. 

The labor-saving frying pan is the cause 
of much dyspepsia, especially when anima! 
grease is used. The frying pan and patent 
medicine bottles are twin brothers. Even 
when vegetable of] is used, frying is not 
wholesome. Baking ig the best form of 
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past a years a raw food 
diet has been taken up by some people, the 
diet often consisting largely of raw cere 
als, a food that should be used only with 
great moderation, and should be avoided 
entirely by those with weak stomachs. 
Cereals should be dextrinized, by baking or 
parching. The natural raw foods are fruits 
and nuts, leaves, stalks and green <érn. 


Cigarettes 


IGARETTD smoking is especially harm 

ful to growing children. It stunts them 
physically, mentally and morally. 
Ernest Crutcher, M. D., writes: 


“Tobacco has an especially harmful ef 
fect on the young by its influence on the 
chain of ductless glands in general, particu 
larly the thymus, thyroid and pituitary, 
The pituitary has much to do with develop 
ment of the intellectual powers. The mem 
tal.faculties fail to respend when tobacce 
is used by the immature. It is the cigarette 
smoker who flunks out of school and cok 


“It t not be nécessary to be so pro 
nouncedly against cigarettes and tobacco, nor 
make this appeal to thinkers, but for the 
extraordinary advertising campa inaugw 
rated by tobacco manufacture ho seem 
disdainful of the future citizenry of our 
country. ‘For of this sort are they which 
enter into houses and lead =. women 
captive.’ 


“If a boy wishes to be strong and manly, 
ke must avoid cigarettes and tobacco. If a 
girl—but there, a clean-minded, nice girl 
does not wish to use cigarettes, If she right- 
ly values her feminity and appreciates her 
importance as a future mother, she will 
never touch a cigarette, 


“If the simple-minded females who use 
them knew the pernicious effects on their 
ductiess glands, the organs that build and 
preserve the skin, brightness of hair and 
eyes, rotundity of bosom and form, they 
would never be beguiled into using cigar- 
ettes. 

“The debauchery of our girls and young 
womanhood—she who is to mother the com- 
ing race; she who is guardian of all that 
the race has gathered in virility, physique 
and morale through ages gone—is a crime 
against all posterity! Woman is the treas- 
urer of the heritage of mankind; the thesavu- 
rus of all that has been won through en- 
during time. The use of tobacco and cig- 


arettes in a potential mother is beyond char. |-— 


acter‘zation; it is as evil as drugs that 
might impair her fertility and maternal pose 
sibilities. It is a fact, undeniable by sciem 
tific men, that tobacco in any form is hurt 
ful to a woman, particularly if used by «@ 
young girl or immature woman. 

“I write as a friend of mankind. It is 
not prejudice, but a yearning to serve my 
fellows. Tobacco is a drug, and no less 
harmful to the adolescent boy or young 
woman than morphine, cocaine or other 
drug habit. 

“The use of tobacco provokes a wish for 
stronger narcotic by the screaming nerves, 
and in endeavor te quiet them, liquor or 
drug is resorted to by many victimes. 

“Many antiprohibitionists declare the ia- 
creased use of drugs in the United States 
to be due to lack of liquor. This is untrue. 
Drugs are narcotic; liquor is stimulant. It 
is the urge of nerves provoked by tobacco

to erect a wooden structure upon the site 
and a regular admittance fee was charged 
—seats a shilling, standing places, six- 
pence. Shows were then given at night 
instead of day. Hundreds of noxious, smok- 
ing and smudging tallow candles comprised 
the illumination. Assistants were engaged 
and the augmented company later embraced 
equestrians, tumblers, contortionists, jug- 
glers, equilibrists, wire-walkers, trapeze ar 
tists, etc. A pantomime clown Was next 
added and eventtally human freaks and 
other curiosities. 

Trained beasts first became identified 
with the circus when in 1802 an itinerant 
Englishman named Woods procured an edu- 
cated bear, a performing goat and several 
other trained ‘domestic animals. He was 
the nabob showman of his day. His circus 
was such a mammoth institution that it re- 
quired five vehicles to transport it from 
place to place! This “Stupendous Aggrega- 
tion of Consolidated Marvels,” as his adver- 
tisements proclaimed, was then “The 
Earth's Largest Show,” which in some 
form has been with us ever since. The 
menagerie, which now is an inseparable 
and important part of every circus, had its 
genesis in England in 1806 when the frst 
elephant was shown in a startling circus. 


1812—Circus and War 


B first circus to exhibit in America 
came from England in 1812. The show 
in ite entirety consisted of seven wagons, 
and when a performance was given, these 
vehicles were all placed in a semi-circle, 


free admission. A six-foot strip of canvas 
_|surrounded the whole inclosare 
| screened the interior from view. 

The performance was given on a piece of 
carpet spread on the ground im the center 


walls as at present. 


The menagerie and circus in those days 

Were separate and distinct institutions. 
When the frst elephant arrived in the 
United States it was exhibited as a single 
attraction and scored a tremendous suc- 
cess. As circuses multiplied and competi- 
tion between them grew keen, the me- 
nagerie and circus combined. The frst 
consolidation took place in 1851 when the 
menagerie was placed in a separate adjoin- 
ing tent. | 

Modern advertising and publicity got its 
first big boost through the success of the 
highly colored posters and window sheets 
of the earlier circuses, and the snappy pub- 
licity with which the shows were heralded. 
It has improved along with other advertis- 
ing, but it surely opened the eyes of the 
commercial world to what advertising could 
accomplish under expert guidance and pe 
sistent application. 

As a rule, these tented concerns, that 
arose at dawn and flitted away at night, 
began their annual trek through the coun- 
try about the middie of April and ended 
their tours the latter part of October. While 
in winter quarters, new advertising matter 
was designed, the paraphernalia was reno- 
vated, trained animals tauglit novel tricks, 
untrained animals were “broke,” new ward- 
robes were substituted for the old and— 
what was regarded as of paramount im- 
portance—a new tentative route for the en- 
suing season had to be painstakingly 
mapped out. 

The territory they proposed visiting was 
carefully scoured for information regard- 
ing local conditions. They fully informed 
themselves relative to the financial status 
of the communities in the sections of coun- 
try through which they intended to pass; 
how far the larger towns were apart; when 
crops were being harvested, etc.

slowness with which the air is expelled, un 
til gradually the count may be increased to 
ten or fifteen.

Let us not hesitate to take these pains, re- 
membering always that we cannot, like a 
dress to be put on in the evening, have two 
Kinds of speech, but that the child's every- 
day habits will mark the adult speech hab 
its and that beautiful speech is a mark of 
true culture.” 


To this I add that, in order to have “good 
teeth and nasal cavities free from obstruc- 
tion” a child must be fed properly. 


OM time to time attempts are made to 

enforce Sunday laws in California, 
about the only State still free from suth 
sumptuary legislation. These efforts should 
be strongly opposed and repressed, for Sun- 
day laws are illogical, are unjust, and in 
fringe on the liberties of the people. 


Such attempts always originate with 
those who take the Bible as a guide. Yet, 
in the whole Bible, from Genesis to Reve- 
lations, there is not a single passage com- 
manding or authorizing the keeping holy of 
the first day of the week. It was the Empe- 
ror Constantine, a sort of hermaphrodite 
Christian, who, in 321 A. D., enacted a law 

t “all courts of justice, inhabitants and 
towns and work-shops are to be at rest on 
Sunday,” with the exception in favor of 
those engaged in agricultural labor. 

These Sunday laws are unjust to our 
Jewish fellow-citizens, of whom there aré 
millions, and to the Seventh Day Advent- 
ists, of whom there are hundreds of thou- 
sands, as well as to the large number of 
people who do not believe in keeping any 
day of the week as a holy day. 

If Sabbatarians complied with the law of 
Moses they would not travel over three 
miles on what they call the “Sabbath,” or 
light a fire on that day. 

The Catholic and Lutheran churches are 
more liberal in this respect than are these 
narrow-minded sectarians, In Burope you 
may see the priest, Catholic or Lutheran, 
after celebrating mass fn the morning, um- 
piring a ball game on the village green, and 
later smoking a pipe and drinking a stein 
of beer at the inn with the village officials. 

These cold-blooded reformers, who seem 
to believe that anything pleasing is wicked, 
remind one of what Macaulay said about the 
Puritans: “They objected to bear baiting, 
Rot because it gave pain to the bear, but 
because ft gave pleasure to the spectators.”

Doctoring Feeds 

FEW years ago experiments were un- 

der way at the Agricultural Bacterio 
logical Station in Vienna to increase the 
quantity of iron carried in certain plants, 
with a view to the effect on the human sys- 
em when those plants are used as food. 
The investigators told us that “artificially 
’ prepared foods containing iron do not al- 
ways produce the desired effect, because 
the iron is not completely assimilated.” 
” How slow the “regulars” are in learning 
simple facts about foods. I have been preach- 
ing for a quarter of a century, and German 
hygienists for more than twice that period, 
that minerals in the inorganic form are 
either inert, or become active poisons, 
when introduced in the human system, and 
are promptly cast forth, the casting forth 
process being sometimes regarded as a 
“cure.” This, of course, knocks the entire 
mineral drug theory “galley west and 
crooked.” 

The report from Vienna went on to say 
that by adding hydrate of tron to the soil 
the experimenters have succeeded in pro 
ducing spinach containing seven times as 
much iron as usual. Here is another ex- 
ample of medical foolishness. Why al- 
ways try to improve on nature? Spinach 
“already contains more mineral than any 


ether common food. To put yet more tate 
it would be to make it unwholesome. 


Again, why always harp so much on tront 
That seems to be as far as the medical men 
ever get, in sizing up the mineral contents 
of food. There are eleven other mineral 
elements in the body and in natural foods.

It is estimated that the national income, 
the combined earnings of the entire country, 
amount to about $58,000,000,000 a year. 

Out of that income the American public 
is being asked to contribute more than 
$7,000,000,000 to maintain its national, 
State and local governments. Out of every 
$100 that an American earns he must, there- 
fore, pay $12 to some government official. 

According to official figures, there are 41, 
000,000 people in the United States above 
the age of 16 who are employed in some 
gainful occupation. They represent the 
nation’s earning power. 

The total government debt in the United 
States is $32,000,000,000. = 

This means—assuming that the burden 
of debt and taxation can be evenly distrib- 
uted—that every workman, every stenogra- 
pher, every clerk and every mechanic in 
the country is in debt for his government to 
the extent of $787. This must be paid 
through taxes. 

Thus far the people of the United States 
have been able to pay their taxes and to 
pay the interest on their government debts 
without damaging their industries and with- 
out imposing undue hardships upon them- 
selves. 

The thought, however, which we must 
keep In mind as a nation is that conditions 
may not always be favorable: that we must 
not presume too far on our past good for- 
tune, and that the tax burden which we can 
shoulder in prosperous times may prove a 
dangerous load to carry should we be 
forced into a lengthy period of depression—

When the “big show” was 
over and everything loaded on wagons, the 
“razorbacks”—as canvasmen are called in 
circus pariance—elept until they were 


awakened for breakfast. If hotel accommo- 
dations could not be obtained, they were 
lodged at private houses and if these were 
not available, they made themselves im- 
promptu beds outdoors or under cover ac 
cording to the weather. Breakfast was 
served at available hotels any time from 
midnight to 56 a.m., according to the dis 
tance of the “jump” to the next.“stand.” 

The show traveled in two sections, the 

“ train and the “cage” train re 
spectively. The “baggage” train carrying 
the paraphernalia started several hours be- 
fore the “cage” train, which carried the 
performers, band, freaks and menagerie. 
The executive staff, equestrians and star ar- 
tists usually owned their own conveyance, 
and at a later hour—at increased speed— 
followed in the wake of the two trains that 
preceded them.

When the last gilded vehicle rumbled 
noisily past the children’s place of vantage, 
and the massive elephants went lumbering 
by, they screamingly followed thc ear-pierc- 
ing calliope to the show lot. 

After the parade the performers doffed 
their showy clothes, had dinner, gave an 
afternoon performance, followed this with 
supper and then a night exhibition; after 
all of which came the heavy refreshing 
sleep of fatigue. Here you have a program 
that was repeated daily with little varia 
tion “to the end of the season. 


When “Good Times’ Came 


URING the prosperous period immedi- 
ately following the Civil War, wagon 


shows were very plentiful and many show- . 


men rapidly grew wealthy. But sudden, un- 
accustomed prosperity generally exercises a 


*} detrimental influence and in most cases too 


much success is as ruinous as too much 
booze. These newly-rich managers of those 
strenuous times, when fight still permeated 
the air and bloody conflicts between 
“troupers” and “towners” frequently oc 
curred, were of necessity courageous and 
militant. 

Pronounced sudden success nearly 
always breeds .egotism and pride, intensi- 
fied this belligerent spirit among managers 
and they grew arrogant and unreasonable. 
Therefore, when two successful rival con- 
cerns of somewhat equal size chanced to 
operate in the same territory, Instead of ar- 
riving at an understanding by a confer- 
ence, they stood off and glered at each 
ether like a couple of bull terriers in the 
ring. One arbitrarily insisted that the right 
of way, by right of might, belonged to him 
exclusively, while the other naturally con- 
sidered himself too important a factor to 
be bullied—and the merry War was on. 
Prolonged, bitter hostilities would ensue 
and often the troubled waters of contention 
were kept in a state of turmoil till one or 
both contenders foundered on the financial 
rocks. 


The standard of morality among circus 
managers and their henchmen in those 
days was not very high and many wW- 
scrupulous and sometimes cruel expedients 
were resorted to by both eontestants in or- 
der to harass each other. They “covered” 
each. other’s “billing matter,” indulged in 
verbal vilification and libelled one another 
when their press agents could get it over 
through the press.

feel that there were @ good many 
pointers I might have been able to give 
them; not that the play needed it as it was 
@ great success and the public was very 
glad to get a laugh at the picture of the 
amateur imbued with the desire to be an 
actress. The word “amateur” to the pro 
fessional seems to mean something more to 
be pitied than scorned and never to be 
taken seriously. Perhaps the only ama- 
teur organization which is thought of at 
all seriously is the Comedy Club and I must 
confess that in my amateur years I never 
took part In any of its productions, nor 
have I ever seen any of them, but I am told 
that some of them are very good. 


In my quite broad experience with ema- 
teurs I am convinced that there is very 
often much talent among them. 


The real difference between the amateurs 
and professionals is in their attitude of 
mind toward their work and in the attitude 
of mind of all others toward them. 


One of the things that used to irritate 
me beyond words was the certain knowl- 
edge that I could never receive a genuine 
and honest criticism. The papers will al- 
ways eulogize an amateur performance and 
your friends (to your face at least) tell 
you how very remarkable you are. 

The average rehearsal of an amateur per- 
formance is pretty much a scene of bedlam. 
I can never forget the first big review put 
on by the Junior League of New York, in 
which I should say, roughly, there were at 
least 200 participants. Fortunately we had 
a marvelous director at whom I used to 
look in amazement and astonishment. 


Must Have Patience 


HE director ef an amateur theatrical 
needs not only to have the usual qualli- 


tiles demanded in a director but he must 


have amazing patience and power to com- 
pete with handicaps never met by the di- 
rector of the profession. 

In this case the director was a woman. 
I don’t think that, with the possible excep- 
tion of the dress rehearsal, she ever had a 
full attendance, nor could she get the at- 
tention Of many of the participants who 
were there. Most amateurs look upon a 
rehearsal as a possibly amusing afternoon 
and a chance of meeting their friends and 
chatting, all of which is very nice but does 
not help the performance. Consequntly in 
thinking of giving an amateur show the first 
and all-important question is the coach. 

When one considers the difficulty that a 
professional company has in achieving a 
smooth-running opening night, prior to 
which all the people must not only come to 
rehearsal but must be punctual, one won- 
ders how success is possible in producing 
an amateur performance. Yet they are 
produced and at times are extremely good 
—‘for amateurs,” I suppose I must add. 

To return again for a moment to the first 
Junior League review (I choose this be 
cause it was the first time that a produc 
tion of such size had ever been attempted 
by amateurs,) I can remember now the 
dress rehearsal; I can remember the ter- 
rific chaos, the seeming indefiniteness on 
the part of many of the people as"to what 
they were going to do and, as it looked to 
me, the impossibility of attempting to get 
any sort of performance that night. Yet 
the performance was -not only given but 
was amazingly good and a great success. 

The major amount of responsibility for 
an amateur performance rests on the coach. 
Consequently if I were advising any organ- 
ization on the subject of giving an amateur 
performance the first thing I would Bay 
would be: 

“Whatever else you may economize on, 
do not economize on your coach.

She 
must insist on absolutely no interference 
from mothers, members of committees, etc., 
and she must try at the beginning to get 
the respect and liking of the participants. 
They have not much sense of duty general, 
ly, but ff they like the coach and at the 
same time are a little afraid of her they 
and she will accomplish much more,

Different Forms 


NTERTAINMENTS for charity may 

take many different forms. Perhaps it 
would not be amiss to tell of a few that 
have been done with success in and around 
New York. 


There are always the amateur theatricals. 
Then there are performances given by pro 
fessionals but organized and run by ama- 


teurs, in addition to which there are rum- 


~ 


mage sales, fairs, costume balls, fashion 
shows, bridge or mah jongg parties, etc. 

A very good way of raising money, one 
which is quite frequently used, is to take 
over an entire performance of a popular. 
play, concert or opera. Mrs. Kenneth © 
O’Brien, for instance, took over one per- 
formance of “The Miracle” the other night, 
and the Navy Club takes one performance 
at the Metropolitan Operahouse every year. 


This means paying so much for thé 
theater and the artists, which entaile quite 
a large financial responsibility on the part 
of the charity. Once some charity ar 
ranged for a good prize fight, and made }! 
believe a large amount of money; and last 
year a rodeo was held on a private place 
on Long Island. In fact, anything that has 
a chance of proving popular is a good idea. 
Naturally the initial expense should be 
well considered before starting. The criti- 
cism made of many charities is that so 
much is spent unnecessarily, or that the 
production is so expensive that little is 
realized for the charity. 


Whether the actual performance is given 
by professionals or amateurs, a perform- 
ance for charity has always. approximately 
the same method of organization. There is 
generally a chairman at the head of the en- 
tertainment; she may not be the regular 
head of the organization, but is made the 
head organizer of the entertainment. She 
should form committees under her, naming 
the head of each committee (an immeasur 
ably important detail) but leaving the 
choice of each committee to the respective 
heads. No one individual can possibly run 
an entire entértainment, and the proof of 
her efficiency will be her choice of officers. 


sponsible, hence the importance to herself 
as well as to the charity of her choice of 
assistants. 

The entertainment to be given naturally 
influences the number and types of commit- 
tees, but almost all charity entertainments 
peed the following: One to get the list of 
patronesses, one to make up the program, 
(which means getting the cover donated if 
possible, and getting as many shops as pos- 
sible to advertise, which helps considerably 
financially;) one to sell the seats and boxes 
if it is a theatrical performance, or the 
tickets, boxes and supper tables if it is a 
ball; and one to get the artists if the enter- 
tainments is to be given by professionals. 

If the performance is to be amateur and 
more or less of a revue, in other words a 
series of dances, it is a good plan to put 
one girl in charge of each dance or tableau. 
If the entertainment is to be a fair, then 
the chairman should decide what she is go- 
ing to have in the way of booths and side 
shows and make one person responsible 
for each of them. This means signing up 
people to help sell, and persuading others

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The Garden Beautiful in Southern California 


INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. BY ERNEST BRAUNTON 


EARLY all interested in gardening have 

gardens of their own in some stage 

of development. It is, therefore, hard- 
ly to be expected that many can follow lit- 
erally and to the fullest, the advice here 
ziven on planning the garden. But every 
garden, no matter how full it may be of 
good material, is, perhaps, capable of being 
improved, while, happily. he who has just 
begun may profit largely if he follows the 
fundamental rules which should govern all 
landscape development. They are first: 
preserve open lawn centers; second, plant 
in masses and not in an isolated way; third, 
avoid straight lines. 


These three rules are really nature's laws, 

r to nature we turn for instruction in the 
~wturalisti school of landscaping. Nature 

erself preserves open centers. We have 
the boundless prairies, great stretches of 
grassy plains, and about the smaller ones are 
grouped other vegetation, trees, shrubs and 
lowlier plants by which the picture ‘s 
framed. 


The violation of the first rule is extreme- 
ly common everywhere. The owner or plan- 
ner seldom realizes or appreciates the land- 
scape possibilities of even a small city lot. 
Having at his disposal a limited frontage, 
he usually runs a path down the middle to 
the front door, leaving on either side a 
small patch for lawn scarcely larger than a 
tablecloth. Right there he loses his land- 

'seape. The entrance should be pretty well 
to one side, no matter what the position of 
the front door. Only in this way may one 
have a fair and inviolate stretch of lawn on 
asmall lot. Into the center of each of these 
little green squares he plants a palm or 
other large growing object. Having done 
this, he cannot stand in the center of his 
landscape or landscapes and view the scen- 
ery about him, for the center is occupied. 
He should be able to view groups of trees 
or shrubbery, or both, disposed In the border 
in a natural arrangement. Instead of hav- 
ing the landscape around him, he has to 
walk around his palms if he would view his 
handiwork. tf one has insufficient space 
for palms aside from the center of the two 
plats, use none; there is usually sufficient 
space in the borders of any garden, how- 
ever, for fan palms or the still more beauti- 
ful Cocos, plumosa. A large Canary Island 
palm is a beautiful plant and casts a satis- 
fying shade, like a gigantic umbrella. Per- 
haps a place could be found for one in the 
back yard 

In America we make the mistake of try- 
ing to crowd everything in plant life into 
the front yard. There usually is ample 
space in the back yard for much in the way 
of massed trees and shrubs that we gener- 
ally seek to place in the front yard, leaving 
the former bare and unattractive. It should 
be hedged about with border plantations, 
so it may be screened from the neighbors 
and that the owners might enjoy a littie 
privacy and seclusion, preserving, so far as 
possible, the same open center as in the 
front yard, that it may be usable for dry- 
ing grounds and other conveniences usually 
required in. the rear of all human habita- 
tions. But as much art should be manifest 
and an equally attractive picture built as 
may be seen in front of the house. Here 
should be placed such garden accessories as 
contribute to the comfort of the family. 
Here we may have rustic arbors, trees be- 
tween which hammocks may swing, vine- 
shaded seats and all the garden comforts 
for which room could not be found in the 
front vard. Here may be made the ideal 
home yard and lounging place that makes 
for landscape charm and woos the visitor 
to come again and again, either because of 
the beauty of the picture, the sufficiency 
of comfort and interest, or of all combined 
—an ideal retreat for rest. 

“Planting in masses and. not isolated” 
suggests you should not have scattered ef- 
ts. Orchards are so planted for eco

it Grows Here 

Woolly-pod milkweed, a plant growing 
rather abundantly in parts of Western Cali- 
fornia, has long been suspected by stock- 
men of being poisonous to cattle and sheep. 
Recent investigations by the United States 
Department of Agriculture have shown that 
it is very poisonous to these animals. Al- 
though no cases have been reported, it is 
thought that it may also be poisonous to 
horses. Animals are not likely to eat it 
except when other forage is scarce, but 
it is particularly dangerous as only a small 
auantity is necessary to cause damage and 
the dried plant may be eaten in hay. 


Sprays Not Poisonous 

' Never spray fruit of any kind when in 
full bloom. This encourages poor pollina- 
tion. Furthermore, an arsenical spray, ap- 
plied to blooming fruit, will kill many bees, 
resulting in either the loss or severe weak- 
ening of entire stands. Do not attempt te 
spray in a high wind. Even though the 
breeze is light, always work with the wind, 
as less spray is wasted by that methed and 
the job is more pleasant for the operator. 
Do not be afraid to eat sprayed fruit. There 
is absolutely no danger from arsenical pol- 
soning. Practically all of our commercial 
apples are sprayed four or five times, yet 
we have never heard of an individual being 
poisoned from eating such fruit.

Cherry orchards are commonly irrigated 
four or five times at intervals of a month 
during spring and summer. The orchards 
are cultivated between times; some grow- 
ers raise cover crops and plow them in early 
in the spring. The orchards need little at- 
tention beyond that. 


The cost of growing cherries is quite low 
in comparison with that of growing most 
other fruits. That is the chief advantage 
in favor of cherries, from a commercial 
point of view. Spraying, which adda big 
items to apple, pear, and most other fruit 
growing, is not necessary with cherries. 
Pruning is not necessary after the fifth 
year, except to cut out dead branches; al- 
though some cherry growers keep their 
trees cut back as an advantage in picking 
the fruit. Pruning, if it is practiced, should 
be done in the summer, directly after the 
harvest, for that is the time when the gum 
tends least to exude from the wounds. 
Gum causes the most trouble with cherry 
trees, attracting pests and disease when it 
is permitted to collect, and leading to de- 
cay. About the only other thing that the 
grower has to combat is gophered roots; 
but every orchardist has to be on his guard 
against the destructive gopher. Die-back 


sometimes occurs, when the dead parts of 
the branches must be clipped off. Cultural- 
ly the cherry tree is an inexpensive fruit 
tree. :

The heaviest item in the cost of produc- 
ing cherries is the picking. The fruit must 


be picked by hand in such a manner as not | 


to detach the stems nor to bruise the cher. 
ries. Pails, ladders and field boxes form 
the needed equipment; the pails being fast- 
ened to the picker or hung on the ladder 
so that both hands are free for picking. One 
hand is needed to hold the twig while the 
other pulls off the cluster. 


Most of the picking is done by the young 
people of the community and by desert 
ranchers who come up to Beaumont and 
Yucaipa to escape the summer heat. The 
pickers commonly receive two cents per 
pound. In the northern cherry sections 
where the cherries are packed in fancy 
boxes for shipment, pickers are usually 
paid by the hour, so that there will be no 
incentive to rush through the work. From 
such pickers a minimum of ten pounds of 
fruit per hous is expected. The Beaumont 
and Yucaipa pickers work more rapidly as 
a rule, although the festival spirit of this 
first brief fruit harvest pushes the money- 
earning proposition into the background 
Later, in apricots, peaches, prunes, pearr 
and apples, there will be plenty of work 
and plenty of opportunity to make better 
wages. 

The cherrie’ in these districts are loos 
ly packed in los Angeles lug boxes, twenty- 
eight pounds to the lug.

O CALIFORNIA, the month of Jyne 

brings a variety of fruits and berries, 
as well] as a plentiful supply of melons 
and summer vegetables. It is the time when 
the fruit lover eats his first apricots, or 
peaches, thereafter to buy them in gener- 
ous quantities until the crop is entirely 
harvested. The average Californian likes 
oranges and purchases them generously in 
the winter, but when the stone fruits of 
the summer begin to ripen, the citrus 
fruits are temporarily passed up. Just now, 
cherries are ripe, apricots are becoming 
plentiful, peaches are on the market and 
other fruits will soon appear, all within the 
range of the common pocketbook. Fresh 
fruits are recognized by food experts to 
of great value in the diet and they say t 
everyone should eat more of them. Here 
no one can give the excuse that a variety 
is not to be had. 


Southland fruit growers are facing an- 
other doubtful year and many will sell 
more fruit than ever locally for consump 
tion fresh.

BIG CAMPAIGN MAPPED OUT IN 
WAR ON WALNUT CODLIN MOTH 


IELD observations made early. in May 
by W. B. Hooper, walnut specialist con- 
nected with the Agricultural Extension 
Service, and K. L. Wolff, in charge of wal- 
nut pest control work for the County Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner's office, indicated 
that, depending somewhat on weather con- 
ditions, the county-wide campaign for the 
control of the codlin moth pest planned for 
Los Angeles county should be timed to 
start between May 25 and June 1. In most 
sections, the survey revealed the eggs were 
being laid and a few young worms were 
being found. The moths are very active 
in nearly all sections. The cool, fogzey 
weather existing at the time of this writing 
(May 20) made it appear that the period 
for spraying or dusting would be slightly 
delayed, probably mot occurring much be- 
fore June 1. Warm, bright weather on the 
other hand, was expected to make earlier 
control measures necessary, the date in that

event being advanced to not later than May 
25. Reliance for control of the codlin moth 
pest is placed principally upon early sum- 
mer spraying and dusting, by the use of 
lead arsenate, although during recent years 
it has become apparent that material bene- 
fits may be secured by fall control meas- 
ures. 

An understanding of the life cycle of the 
walnut codlin moth is basic to proper prac- 
tice in controlling the pest at the various 
seasons of the year. This cycle is shown 
graphically in the chart which accompa- 
nies this article. The larvae or worms win- 
ter in cocoons in old pruning wounds, un- 
der the bark, in trays, or in any convenient 
place that offers protection against winter 
rains. About the first of April, pupation 
Starts and by the middie of June is usually 
completed. Weather conditions have much

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CAN THE NEMATODE FAMILY BE 
SERVE 


AGRICULTURE? 


ALL the substance of the earth and of 
the things that flourish on it, with the 
exception of the threadlike organisms 

known as nemas, could by a stroke of mag- 
ic be made invisible, it would still be possti- 
ble to distinguish the soil-covered parts of 
the earth, the streams, lakes and oceans, 
the insects, animals, birds, fishes, plants 
and humans. So widespread and abundant 
are these nemas, largely parasitic or pre 
daceous, that in this imagined world of 
transparencies most living things, the bilan- 
ket of soil on mountains, hills and plains, 
and the bodies of water would be indicat- 
ed by clouds of these living threads which 
vary fm length from a small fraction of an 
inch to several feet, and in diameter from 
that of the finest of hairs to the thickness 
of a lead pencil. 

With this fanciful picture Dr. N. A. Cobb, 
plant pathologist and nematologist of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
one of the leading authorities of the world 
on nematodes, calls attention to the abun- 
dance of these organisms, which are of un- 
told economic importance to agriculture 
and to medicine. Certain es of them 
are responsible for crop diseases 
cut the country’s food-producing capacity

Even a weed that is not 
badly infested will carry over the infection 
from year to year, and it does not take 
long for a few of the pests to repopulate

ing in it. Allowing two months to each 
generation, which seems to be ample, a 
pair of gall nemas will have five to ten 
million descendants in six mentite, should 
all survive. 


These root-knot producers do the most 
damage in a light. sandy soil, as it is easier 
for them to make their way through it 
from root to root and they are moved about 
more readily by the flow of soli eater. In 
real heavy clay soils the pest is sometimes 
of little importance, though it may exist 
there. Sometimes it becomes worse when 
a soil is lightened up by adding manure or 
by opening it with green crops turned un- 
der and by thorough cultivation. These 
destroyers are a real problem in Southern 
California, as in other sections of the count 
try, efforts at nematode control being one of 
the leading activities of farm bureaus and 
other agricultural agencies. 


ATTACKS VARIETY OF CROPS 


Among the many crops attacked by the 
root-knot nematode the most important, 
according to Dr. Cobb, are alfalfa, clover, 
cotton, cow peas (with the exception of a 
few varieties.) field peas, flax, fig, grape, 
peach, soy beans (with the exception of the 
Laredo pumpkins, sugar beets, 
sugar cane, sweet potatoes, tobacco, vetch, 
a large number of truck crops, ornamental 
plapts and trees. Some of the plants at- 
tacked are legumes which normally have 
nodules produced by beneficial bacteria; 
but usually it is not difficult, he says, to 
distinguish between these” growths and 
those thickenings on the roots made by the 
gall nematode. The former are more or 
less globular and easily removed, while the 
latter are usually clubshaped or irregular 


the life cycle, cold weather lengthening it,

The time spent in the pupal stage ranges 
from eighteen to thirty days. 

APPEAR IN APRIL 


The first moths generally appear about 
April 15, and in normal seasons, the period 
of maximum emergence of the moths is 
about June 1. In the present season, it ap- 
pears to be slightly earlier than this for 
most sections. The eggs of the first brood 
are generally laid from May 15 until June & 
These eggs hatch in from four to ten days, 
depending upon weather conditions. The 
first worms are usually to be found on the 
nuts and branches near the nuts early in 
June. Entrance to the nuts is usualy 
gained through the stem end and later, as 
the shell begins to harden, &t the point of 
contact between two nuts in a cluster. Ths 
worms remain in the nuts on an average uf 
about thirty-five days. 


A majority of the first brood of w 
leave the nuts rather early in the se 
and spin cocoons preparatory to forming 
the second brood. Moths from these co 
coons, the eggs of which were laid in the 
spring, begin to emerge in the latter part 
of June and continue more or less through- 
out the remainder of the season, with a 
maximum emergence toward the middle of 
July. These moths lay eggs on the nuts 
and by the first week in August, another 
breod of worms is actively at work. Ia 
some seasons, this second brood is much 
more numerous than the first and, while it 
is too late for the worms to get through the 
shell of the nut except at the base, the 
high percentage of culls is caused by the 
larvae feeding on the husks and staining 
the shells. 


There is considerable overlapping of 
broods in many sections, so that moths, 
eges and worms may be found present from 
the first of June on until harvest is com- 
pleted, and occasionally there is even a 
third brood of worms in late September. 
PERIODS FOR CONTROL 


From a consideration of the life cycle 
and an examination of the chart which de 
picts the same, it is apparent that spray- 
ing or dusting should be done at the peri- 
ods when the largest numbers of eggs are 
just hatching. Following the first applica- 
tion of spray materials, where a second ap- 
plication is to be made, best results will 
probably be had if this is attended to in the 
latter part of July, or toward the first of 
August. The exact period when application 
should be made, however, can be deter- 
mined, experts agree, only by careful ob- 
servation of the nuts. Walnut growers 
should make frequent inspections of the 
nuts and twigs, preferably on the trees 
about the drying yards, beginning not later 
than May 15 and continuing on through the 
season. The eggs are readily detected by 
a close examination. When first laid, they 
are small, whitish, transparent objects, 
about the size of a pinhead, and resemble a 
small blister. Within a few days, a pink- 
ish ring appears just within the outer cir 
cumference and, just before hatching, a 
black spot, which is the head of the young 
worm, may be seen under the shell in the 
center of the egg. 
MATERIALS USED 


Basic lead arsenate is the poison recom- 
mé@nded for use and it may be applied either 
in the dust form or liquid form. There is 
some evidence to indicate that slightly bet- 
ter control is secured from liquid spraying, 
especially on large trees. By a combination 
of two dustings, many growers feel, how- 
ever, that very satisfactory results are se 
cured. The amounts of lead arsenate rec- 
ommended are: for the dust, 15 per cent, 
and for the liquid spray, 12 pounds of basic 
lead arsenate to 300 gallons of water, From 
6 to 10 pounds of dust per tree is required 
for average to large-sized trees, and from 
15 to 356 gallons of spray, depending upou 
the size of the trees. While the application 
of poison to the surface is the primary meth- 
od of control, many growers have felt that 
results secured by additional control meas 
ures in the form of banding the trees, dip- 
ping the trays, and cleaning up the orchard, 
these latter being done generally in the fall 
months, are also worth while. 

While the codlin moth was not reported 
as attacking walnuts in California until 
1909, and did not become a matter of con- 
cern until 1917, during recent years this 
pest has reached the point where in the 
opinion of many walnut growers, it con- 
stitutes one of the handicaps to 
the industry. It was not until 1922 that it 
became of sufficient importance in Los Aan- 
geles county to warrant control measures, 
although prior to that time it had become 
a serious factor in other walnut-producing 
sections. 

A county-wide campaign to control the 
pest during the present season was outlined 
some months ago, providing for co-operation 
between the Aericultural Extension Service 
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SOLVING A COMMON 
BROODING PROBLEM 


By L. C. BOGGS, Extension Poultryman, 
University of Arizona. | 


It is a source of great worry to poultry- 
men to know just what age their chicks 
should be before they can remove the heat 
from the brooder house. That question is 
asked many times in connection with brood- 
ing and there is no definite answer, as there 
are several factors to consider, such as the 
age of chicks, the weather, the type of 
brooder house and the age at which the 
chicks were started to perch. 

Usually, about the time a chick weighs 
about one-half pound it begins to look for 
something high to jump on. This is es- 
pecially true of the light breeds. That is 
the time to put the small chick roosts in 

house and start them sleeping on the 
hats at night instead of on the floor. At 
this age the droppings from the chicks ac- 
<umulate quite rapidly and make it very 
unsanitary for the chick to lie on the floor 
all night. If the night turns cold and there 
is no heat in the brooder stove, the chicks 
will pile up in the corners and some will 
be smothered to death. 


Now, to get away from all this trouble, 
iuild chick roosts in sections, so that they 
ean be removed when necessary. They 
should be about twelve inches from the 
floor, with the front part sloped off to the 
floor so as to make an incline for the 
chicks to run up on. The best material to 
use for the roosts is parting-strips about 
one-half by three-fourths inches in dimen- 
sion and well rounded off on top. The 
roosts can be placed about six inches 
apart. On the under side of these roosts, 
tack one-half-inch mesh wire to keep the 


chick from falling through. This one-hait- 
inch mesh wire is more expensive than the 
one-inch mesh, but in a year’s time the num- 
ber of chicks crippled from the use of = 
coarser wire will pay for the extra cost of 
the former. When ordering, ask for light 
one-half-inch mesh sand screen. 

In starting the chicks onto these first 
roosts, it is a good plan to raise the hover 
and keep up the temperature in the room 

so that they are comfortable on the roosts 

aalaer from the hover. After the chicks 
have learned to perch, raise the roosts up 
on blocks to get them used to perching at 
a greater height, thus preparing them for 
the permanent roosts. 
Do not remove the heat from the brooder 
until all the chicks have learned to perch 
and then in case a cold night, a little 
fire will add muc o the comfort of the 
chicks and lessen the chance of their chill- 
ing. House and brood your chickens to 
take care of the extremes in weather and 
not the average conditions. 


“SWEETS” DESTROYED 


Several shipments of plants and plant 
products originating in portions of the 
United States against which California 
maintains a quarantine because of the dan- 
ger of importing Sweet Potato Weevil into 
this State, have been taken in quarantine 
recently by Los Angeles County Horticul- 
tural Quarantine Inspectors. P. K. Wilson, 
quarantine. inspector stationed at Los Ange- 
les, recently intercepted a shipment of 
sweet potatoes from Louisiana, which is 
one of the States covered by the Californ 

quarantine and where this pest is not only 
present, but has caused enormous loss to 
sweet potato growers. According to the 
Horticultural Commissioner's office, sweet 
potato weevil would prove a very serious 
pest on plantings of this vegetable in Los 
Angeles county, if it should become intro-

this spring. It was estimated that twenty- 
three hundred feet of ditch was cemented 
last year, which added to activities of this 
year, give four miles of cemented ditch in 
all. It is planned to treat the entire canal 
in the same manner as soon as possibile. 
This ditch is 10 miles long and furnishes 
water to a large proportion of the ranch 
holdings in this Tulare county district. 
Wells have been used each year on some 
ranches during the extremely hot weather, 
but a larger volume of irrigation water is 
expected this season in view of the im- 
proved condition of the ditch. Four new 
corrugated iron flumes, built this spring, 
are other valuable improvements. Assess- 
ments of $14 each have been levied upon 
district members to pay for these new im- 
provements.

Investigations are 
being made by the department to learn if 
these parasites can be used to combat cer- 
tain insects of economic importance. It 
has been found that a certain nema has a 
predilection for grasshoppers, and Dr. Cobb 
is of the opinion that it is this enemy, ia 
some cases, which causes the “hopper” 
scourge to rise and subside in great waves. 
This nema, which attains a length of twenty 
inches or more and is about the thickness 
of a coarse thread, is said to make the host 
insect sterile and in that way reduces the 
increase enormously. When the “hoppers” 
become plentiful the parasites increase 
and cut down their numbers; then, through 
lack of grasshoppers, the nemas decrease, 
and the cycle repeats. Investigators are 
now trying to find out if it will be practica- 
ble to introduce this particular nema in 
regions where the “hoppers” are not ha 
fested and in that way help protect the 
crops. 

HAVE ECONOMIC POSSIBILITIES 


There are many other possibilities for 
utilizing these natural enemies in the in- 
terest of the farmer, Dr. Cobb says. There 
is a nema parasite infecting the cucumber 
beetle and a study is being made of the 
problem of introducing them in localities 
where this beetle is abundant and not al- 
ready badly imfested. Practically al) the 
injurious insects and the beneficial ones as 
well are thought to have their nemas, and 
it is thought possible that some day these 
parasites will be used for the benefit of 
humans just as insect parasites of in- 
sects are now being used in efforts to con- 
trol such economic pests as the Japanese 
beetle, the European corn borer and vari- 
ous caterpillars. 

In the soil and in water there are nemas 
which prey on other species of their own 
kind and it is hoped that some day it may 
be- possible to increase the numbers of 
those predatory nemas which prey on the 
economically destructive ones.

TUCSON (Ariz.)—F. J. Crider, head of 
the department of horticulture of the Uni- 


aire copper magnate, at Superior, Ariz. Mr. 
Crider will take up his new work on Sep- 
tember 1. 

Mr. Crider is one of the best known fruit 
men tm Arizona and also has a wide ac- 
quaintance on the Pacific Coast. He is 
largely responsible for the development of 
the grape industry in this State and has 
done much to encourge citrus and date 
growing. In his new work, it is said, he 
will have practically unlimited financial 
support. 

The laboratory at Superior will be known 
as the Boyce-Thompson South western 
Aboretum and will be given over to the 
study and improvement of both native and 
imported plants. Col. Thompson says he 
is establishing the project for the purpose 
of benefiting southwestern farmers and 
fruit growers. 

One of the first objectives at the Arizona 
plant research laboratory will be the as- 
sembling of the largest collection of cacti 
in the world. The Carnegie Institute and 
the Smithsonian Institution at Washington 
have collections of cacti from all parts of 
the world which have been donated to Col. 
Thompson's aboretum and will be brought 
to it next fall. There are more than 1200 
species of cacti in these collections, it is 
said 


When fully developed, the aboretum will 
embrace an area with a circumference of 
more than six miles around the Thompson 
winter residence just outside of the mining 
town of Superior. It is planned to make 
the aboretum one of the beauty spots in 
Arizona:

business which builds up a community. The 
tion of why the business has not grown 
rapidly in Kern county cannot be an- 
swered all in one breath but some of the 
factors can be pointed out. 


_ “The real reason why dairying has not 
advanced more rapidly is probably because 
the returns have not warranted the expan- 
sion. Dairying has not paid sufficiently in 
eomparison with other forms of agriculture. 
The dairy survey made in 1922 by Prof. H. 
lL. Adams of the University of California 
showed that the average dairyman in Kern 
county was just breaking even on the pro 
duction of milk and butter fat and that, 
nine out of sixteen dairies studied were 
producing at a loss. In those studies the 
farmer's time was figured at the going rate 
for farm labor and the interest on his in- 
vestment was figured at 6 per cent. 

“In going over the summarized figures in 
relationship to the individual dairies studied 
ft is apparent that the successful

“With the dairyman himself rests the 
responsibility of operating his plant as eco- 
nomically as possible. His cows must be 
good cows to begin with. They 
must be bred right. They must make 
good as individuals. Testing theif produc 


held at maximym economic production. 
This is accompliihged by proper feeding and 
management. Tiere is nothing new in any 
of these principles. The proof of them all 
can be found in the county. 

“In one small locality in this county 
where conditions are almost identical, a 
study of six herds, three of which are high- 
bred and three of no particular breeding, 
reveals the following: For the month of 
January, 1924, the three ordinary herds to 
taling forty-one cows produced an average 
of 13.4 pounds of butter fat per cow. The 
three high-bred herds with a total of 39 
cows produced an average of 48.3 pounds of 
butter fat per cow. The high-bred cows 
produced 34.9 pounds of butter fat more 
than the ordinary cows in the same length 
of time. The value of the surplus product 
was $22.34 per cow for the month. One 
cow, a pure-bred, produced 107 pounds of 
butter fat during the month, returning to 
her owner $2.30 per day gross, or about $1.70 
per day net. It is not always feasible to 
start out with a pure-bred herd, but any 
dairyman can buy a pure-bred bull and make 
a start toward better stock. 

“For three years a cow-testing associa- 
tion has been operating in this county to 
help dairymen to discover their unprofitable 
cows and to give them a proper basis for 
culling their herds down to the profitable 
individuals. On an average it costs about 
$130.00 per year to feed, house and care for 
a cow in Kern county. Obviously then, at 
an average price of 50 cents per pound, it 
is necessary for a cow to produce 260 pounds 
of butter fat a year in order to break even. 
The average cow in California produced 
about 195 pounds of butter fat a year, 
which indicates that cows here must be 
better than average to pay their way. 

“The economical feeding of dairy cows 
consists in feeding a ration that is suited to 
the needs of the individual animal in suf- 
ficient quantities to get maximum economic 
production. 
be easily learned. Feeding problems here 
with alfalfa as a basis are easy compared 
to other parts of the country, but for that 
reason they have been slighted. A change 
in feeding practice on one dairy of sixty- 
seven cows raised the net income from the 
herd by $250 per month in one month's 
time as shown by the creamery tags. 

If the farmer is to succeed in the dairy 
business he must organize his business in 
this line with these general principles. If 
the dairy business as a whole is to thrive 
in this county and become an asset to the 
county, it must receive help and encour- 
agement from those who do business with 
and for the dairymen. 

“With the co-operation and encourage- 
ment of the agencies with whom he deals 
and with an earnest effort on the part of 
the dairyman himself the dairy industry 
could and will prosper in Kern county.”

Both the 
Union Sugar Company of Betteravia and 
the American Sugar Beet Company of Ox- 
nard are engaged in the growing of beets 
in the valley, the latter company for the 
first time this year. 


Another big crop will be mustard. The 
mustard fields, which cover a wider area 
this year than in many years passed, have 
made considerable growth during the past 
few weeks and show prospects of an aver- 
age crop. 

The sweet pea crop will also return good- 
ly profit, growers say. Where fields have 
been irrigated the sweet peas are blossom- 
ing out well, and showing a  Iluxuriant 
growth, yet it is admitted that this year's 
crop will not come up to the standard of 
more propitious seasons. The Burpees are 
making a good showing with the peas on 
the Frank Huyck place and the Bodgers are 
equally successful in the sweet pea devel- 
8 agg on their big farm along the Bailey 
road. 

A survey of the valley's crop outlook 
brings the opinion that the crop returns are 
to be unusually extensive in the face of the 
fact that the total rainfall for the winter 
season haz been little over five inches, as 
against three times that amount, usually 
expected. There will be some small white 
beans harvested and some grain also, but 
the major crops this year will be sugar 
beets and mustard, and because of excel- 
lent market conditions, the growers ar: 
counting on @ prosperous year. 

While these annual crops are covering a 
considerable area, there is also a growing 
acreage being put out to lettuce, tomatoes 
and other vegetables, which attract the in- 
terest of landowners from the city of 
Lompoc to Surf, a distance of over ten 
miles. The first carload of lettuce ever 
shipped from the Lompoc shipping station 
went to the east this month, being grown 
on the Smiley farm in the Santa Rita dis- 
trict and the George Sanor farm in the 
valley proper. There are about 200 acres 
out to lettuce in the valley, harvesting is 
now in full swing. 


SHIPMENTS AHEAD 
OF LAST SEASON’S 


RIVERSIDE.—Citrus shipments from the 
Riverside district have exceeded 3000 cars 
during the naval season, nearly 300 cars 
ahead of the shipments to date last sea- 
sen. One of the biggest naval seasons in 
the history of the district is now drawing 
to a close, and Valencias will soon hold the 
stage. 


Lemon shipments are now taking a big 
jump, running on a average of more than 
20 cars per week. The season, to May 10, 
had totaled 169 cars of lemens, but it was 
predicted that the shipments would con- 
tinue big from then on. Warm weather 
in the East is quickening the demand for 
lemons.

ly made by F. A. Lucas, who has a large 
acreage of fruit in this district.

INSUFFICIENT USE 
OF WATER CITED 


Some very amazing figures have been 
compiled by W. B. DeNure, district man- 
ager, Department of Public Service at Van 
Nuys, in regard to the use of irrigation 
water in San Fernando Valley during the 
months of March and April. These figures 
tend to show that during a period of the 
year when the soils of that valley were ac 
tually dry, not more than one acre inch was 
used by the growers. Mr. De Nure’s state- 
ment as follows: 


“I have just completed a check on the 
use of irrigation water for apricots, peaches 
and walnuts during the months of March 
and April, the result of which is very il- 
luminating to say the least. In the Van 
Nuys district, which comprises an acre- 
age of 3233 acres on apricots, peaches, and 
other deciduous trees and 3027 acres in wal- 
nuts, there was a total use of water amount- 
ing to $3197.85 on 6270 acres, an average of 
50 cents an acre, which represents exactly 
one-acre inch. There was 60 cents an acre 
used on apricots and peaches and 40 cents 
on walnuts. This was in the face of the 
fact that there was an unrestricted use of. 
water during April. | 

Thesé figures are food for thought for 
the deciduous-fruit growers of the San Fer- 
nando Valley, orchard experts say. They 
indicate, it is pointed out, ome reason why 
so many growers in the valley have not se- 
cured satisfactory results in the growing of 
fruits. Irrigation water is a necessity, es- 
pecially during the period of drouth, and 
oe is called to the fact that the dis- 

has passed —— two years of half 
normal rainfall and that soils have been 
dry for the greater part of that time.

“JUNE BUDDING” AS A 
TIME-SAVING PLAN 


By M. J. HEPPNER, Division of Pomology, 
University of California 

“June budding” does not, as the term 
might imply, necessarily mean budding that 
is done during the month of June, although 
this is the conception most fruit growers 
have. ,Instead, it refers to budding done 
usually during the early summer, the bud 
growing the same season. In other words, 
the process of budding completed, growth 
commences soon after. It so happens in 
most sections of the State that budding is 
best done during the month of June. How- 
ever, in other sections late May may be the 
best time and in still .others, July. The 
time to do “June budding” will vary with 
the year and the condition of the stock. 

Although success can be had when em- 
ploying “June budding” on all deciduous 
fruit trees, best results are obtained with 
the peach. The writer has had success in 
“June budding” of apricots, apples, al- 
monds and pears, the budding having been 
done in July. 

The chief advantage of “June budding” 
lies in the fact that a fruit tree can be 
propagated from. seed to readiness for 
orchard planting in one year’s time, while if

there are three requisites for “June bud 


1. The seedlings must be large enough 
2. The bark must slip readily. | 
3. The desired dormant buds must be 
available. Sometimes they are not mature 
enough to use in May or early June. 


The budding operation does not differ 
from any other budding. The securing of 
bud wood is often difficult owing to the 
earliness of the growing season. However, 
it has been found that buds can be made to 
mature earlier by “ringing” the branches. 
About ten days after the bud has been 
Inserted, the string holding it in place 
should be cut so as not to cut the rapidly- 
growing tree. Immediately after cutting, 
the seedling should be bent over and brok- 
en about four inches above the brd. Care 
should be taken not to completely sever 
this top portion, but to allow a few strands 
of wood to remain intact. Complete re- 
moval of this portion of the tree at this 
time will cause the bud to be “drowned 
out” owing to too much sap going to the 
bud. As soon as the bud has started to 
grow vigorously, the top should be cut of 
about one-half inch above the growing bed. 
Given the proper conditions, the young tree 
should be large enough to plant in the 
orchard the following winter.

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WHITEWASHES FOR FARM USES— 
HOW TO MAKE AND APPLY THEM 


OLD water paints frequently are used 
on minor farm buildings and fences to 
protect them from weather and to im- 
prove their appearance. They serve the 
purpose very well when properly prepared 
and applied, but are not as durable as good 
oil paints. Cold water paint, properly mixed 
and applied in dry weather, should last two 
years. If an oil-painted building is to be 
repdinted with a substitute, the old paint 
should all be removed. This is accom- 
lished by the use of a paint remover or 
blow torch, the “loosened paint being re 
moved with a scraper or steel brush. The 
expense involved in removing old paint 
would not be warranted in case of large 
or valuable buildings, which in all proba- 


Dglity. would require but a single coat of 


oil paint to put them in good shape. 

A group of farm buildings always looks 
best when they are painted alike, that is 
with the same colors. If a cold-water paint 
is used on a minor structure, it should be 
tinted to match the oil paint with which 
the more important buildings have been 
treated. 

Whitewash is probably the cheapest of 
all .paints and for certain is very 
satisfactory. Lime is the basis of white 
wash, which, because of its low price, ease 
of application and antiseptic properties, is 
used for coating interior walls as well as 
the outside of stables and other farm 
ings. 

An ordinary whitewash is made by slak- 
ing quick lime in water. The lime should 
be placed in a tight receptacle such as a 
barrel, tub or pail and water poured over 
ft. It should then be covered and allowed 
to stand for about one hour. If insufficient 
water is used, the lime will not be com- 
pletely hydrated and may become scorched. 
If too much water is added, the slaking ac- 
tion will be retarded by lowering the tem- 
perature. Scorched lime is generally lumpy 
so it Is important that the right amount of 
water be added to get the best results go 
that the proper consistency may be ob 
tained for its application. 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture gives the following formulas for 
mixing whitewashes for different uses: 

(FACTORY WHITEWASH) 


(interior—for walls, ceiling, posts, etc.) 
(1) 62 Ibs. (1 bushel) quicklime; slake 


gallon of cold water; add two gallons of 
bolling water. 

(3) 2% Ibs. common rock salt; dissolve in 
two and one-half gallons of hot water. 

Mix (2) and (3), then pour into (1) and 
stir until all is well mixed. 

WEATHERPROOF WHITEWASH 
(Exterior—for buildings, fences, etc.) 

(1) 62 lbs. (1 bushel) quicklime; slake 
with 12 gallons of hot water. 

(2) 2 lbs. common table salt; one pound 
sulphate of zinc; dissolve in two gallons of 
boiling water. 

(3) Two gallons skimmed milk. 

Pour (2) into (1), then add the milk (3) 
and mix thoroughly. ; 

LIGHTHOUSE WHITEWASH 

(1) 62 Ibs. (1 bushel) quicklime, slake 
with 12 gallons of hot water. 

(2) 12 Ibs. rock salt; dissolve in six gal-

CEMENT WHITEWASH 


The following recipe for cement white 
wash has been successfully used in cold 
storage warehouses. It adheres strongly to 
cement, brick or wood and does not rub off. 

Slake one-half bushel of lime with boil- 
ing water, adding the water slowly and 
stirring constantly a thin paste 

The lime will be lumpy if the water

Alum added to a lime whitewash increas- 
es its adhesive quality. An ounce to the 
galion is sufficient. Flour paste answers 
the same purpose, but a preservative such 
as zinc sulphate should be added. Molasses 
renders the lime more soluble and cames 
it to more deeply penetrate the wood or 
plaster; a pint of molasses to 5 gallons of 
whitewash is sufficient. Silicate of soda 
solution (about 35 deg. Baume) in the pro 
portion of 1 to 10 of whitewash produces a 
fire-resistive cement. A pound of cheap 
bar soap dissolved in a gallon of boiling 
water and added to about 5 gallons of thick 
whitewash will impart a gloss like that of 
oil paint. The introduction of a small 
quantity of crude carbolic acid adds to the 
whitewash a certain value as a disinfectant.

age poultryman is becoming more and more 
dependent upon the commercially-mixed 
to supply the necessary rations for 
reasons seem to account for 
this rather dependent attitude on the part 
of the poultrymen. One of these has been 
mentioned, namely the time saving ele- 
ment, while the other is the fact that most 
big manufacturers of prepared poultry 
feeds have made a deep study of the situa- 
tion, have expended large amounts of capi- 
tal in their attempts to place well-balanced 
feeds before the poultrymen, and have, be 
cause of their intensive study, chemical 
analyses, and excellent facilities evolved 
products which in many cases are more 
efficient than many home-mixed rations. 
Strong competition among the manufactur- 
ers has resulted in the placing of these 
prepared feeds before the buying public 
at a price the poultryman can afford to pay 
and still be able to make a profit on good 
stock. If these feeds cease to perform their 
function, namely the putting on of body 
growth and increasing egg production, the 
poultryman has the alternative of prepar- 
ing his own feeds by following his own for- 
mulas. The whole proposition resolves it- 
self into the question of whether the poul- 
tryman is satisfied with the commercially 
prepared feeds, with reference to their 
price and efficiency. Many successful form- 
ulas have been established by our experi- 
ment stations and at egg laying contests, 
and the poultryman can put these into 
use in his own flock if he so desires. If 
the results from commercially prepared 
feeds are bringing the desired results, how- 
ever, much work and worry involved in the 
home mixing process are naturally elimi- 
nated.

Many prominent Ayrshire

horns are removed. Qn the other 

many prominent breeders rightly take the 
stand that from a show-ring standpoint the 
absence of the long uplifted horn, which is: 
such a striking characteristic of the Ayshire 
breed, greatly detracts from the attractive 
ness of the animal. Followers of both sides 
of the argument are entitled to considera- 
tion, but the controversy will perhaps not 
be settled until some breeder develops a 
herd that is naturally horniess. Other 
breeds have also had their troubles along 
this line, and not a few breeds are now nat- 
urally hornless. We know that horned cat- 
tle do much damage, this being especially 
true as to feeder cattle. When the horn- 
less kipd with equal quality and conforma- 
tion Come on the market, they generally 
command a premium, particularly if their 
horned competitors present scars and 
scratches caused by fighting and goring, 
which naturally means a bruised carcass. 
There is no question but that an animal 
with well-placed, symmetrical, and highly 
polished horns coming into the show ring, 
commands more admiration than one with a 
crumpled horn, or one that has been de- 
horned, other points being equal. However, 
the presence or absence of horns on an ani- 
mal should not affect the actual value of 
the animal except for the danger to man or 
beast that more often accompanies the 
horned animal. 

Paul E. Kennedy, secretary-treasurer of 
the California Breeders of Rare and Fancy 
Fowl, reports that the membership in this 
new organization has now reached a total 
of 40, including some of the best known 
fanciers of the State. He says that the 
club is not only attracting wide attention 
throughout California, but that numerous 
letters have come to him recently request- 
ing that it be made a national organization.

Bven 
on farms where tractors are used, it has 
been found that horses still do about 80 per 
cent of the work to be done on the farm. 
So far as farm use is concerned, therefore, 
trucks and tractors have affected horse use 
but little. Profits in any business are de- 
termined quite largely on operating ex- 
penses and horses long ago proved their 
worth from the standpoint of economy. 

In order to use horses successfully and to 
get the most efficient results from their 
work, they should be in the best possible 
condition. Condition means thorough bod. 
ily and muscular fitness for the work re- 
quired. The horse that has been wintered 
on a scant food supply is not in proper con- 
dition to start off in the spring work with a 
rush. The horse in poor. condition loses vi. 
tality and resisting powers through hard 
work and insufficient food. A fat horse or 
a horse not used to work may have great 
vitality, but it quickly leaves him and he 
has practically no resisting powers. 

The only way to get animals into condi- 
tion is by the combination of sufficient good 
food and sufficient healthful exercise con- 
tinued over a long period. Working tired 
animals when they are unfit is a fruitful 
cause of accident and disease. The first 
work in the spring should be light and, if 
possible, the conditioning process should be 
spread over a considerable time. The 
of the work in conditioning a horse should 
be done at a reasonably slow pace. 


Thirst and sweating are prominent fea- 
tures of the early stages of conditioning 
and are to some extent dependent on each 
other. In breaking a young horse to work 
or starting horses in to the é¢arly spring 
work, they should be given a liberal amount 
of water. The quantity and quality of the 
sweat are very generally and correctly tak- 
en as an index of condition. To overwork 
a horse in early spring tends to reduce hie 
flesh, to irritate his temper, and to render 
him leas fit for service during the working 
season. When good, hard muscular devel- 
opment has been attained, any work within 
season will not only be performed without 
great effort, but will continue to add to the 
quality of the condition already acquired.
